Not e. — T he Grand Secretary begs leave to state here that the proxies of those Lodges to 
which his name is affixed came first to hand, the others, (with one exception,) omitting to clothe 
him with the power to transfer, were, in consequence of this omission, unrepresented. 


The Grand Master delivered the following as his annual ad- 
dress, which was referred to Bros. William Lander, Henry T. 
Clark and J. B. Batchelor as the committee thereon. 

Grand Officers and Brethren of the Grand Lodge of North 

Carolina : 

For the past twelve months I have been honored with the care of 
the craft in this state. I return thanks to the Grand Officers for the ef- 
ficient aid which they have rendered me, and to the craft for their cheer- 
ful obedience, and for the peace and harmony which have reigned in their 
midst. 

There were at our last Grand Communication 163 lodged, working un- 
der charters. With the charters granted them, and the Dispensations 
issued since, the number of lodges at this time approximates 200. There 
were at the same time more than 12,000 members. With the estimated 
initiations since, the number of members must approximate 13,000. This 
is an average of more than two lodges for every county, and comprises 
one-eighth of the whole adult white male population of the state. I 
have corresponded with most of the lodges and with many of the breth- 
ren ; I have instructed the officers, and especially the Grand Lecturers, to 
be diligent and earnest, not only in teaching the ritual, but in incul- 
cating a high moral standard. I have reason to believe from their re- 
ports, and from the order which reigns, and from the increase of num- 
bers, that they have been succesful, and that the fraternity were never 
so numerous or more harmonious. The exceptional cases appear in the 
reports which I have filed and are not numerous. 

My information from other Jurisdictions is of the same cheering char- 
acter. This is the more gratifying and the more remarkable, as we have 
passed through the severest ordeal to which Benevolence was ever sub- 
jected. Everything else is broken, divided, discordant. But over the 
whole world we are friendly, and know no other name than brother. — 
The lesson taught us is one of commendable pride for our ancient and 
noble institution, to which men flee in times of peril as to a rock of 
safety. 

Our relations with our sister Grand Lodges areofthe most satisfactory 
and fraternal character. The only disturbance threatened was with the 
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Grand Lodge of New York. At our last communication we had infor- 
mation, upon which we reasonably relied, that the Grand Lodge of New 
York had sent an emissary into the state to establish negro lodges, and 
that a negro lodge had been established at Newborn. I have corres- 
ponded with the Grand Master of New York, and I am happy to say that 
the fact w T as not so. It seems that there is a negro grand lodge in the 
state of New York, and that it was the negro grand lodge which had 
sent out the emissary. The only ground of complaint which we can 
have against the Grand Lodge of New York is, that she did not warn us 
of the existence in her midst of a negro grand lodge. The excuse for this 
is, as I judge from my correspondence with the Grand Master, that they 
regard it as “ perfectly harmless.” But so it is not regarded by us. — 
Among a population so degraded and ignorant as the negro population 
of the south, our institution, so powerful for good when properly guarded, 
would be as powerful for mischief when thus abandoned. Indeed, a 
spurious body of masons, whether black Or white, is a matter of serious 
alarm, ought never to be considered as “perfectly harmless,” and the 
craft ought instantly to be put on their guard. And this we say, not in 
any spirit of acrimony, but in the freedom of friendly counsel. 

At our last communication a committee consisting of the Grand Master 
and Bros. Martin and Colton was appointed to revise the by-laws. At 
the time of the adoption of the resolution and the appointment of the 
Committee, Bro. McCormick, was Grand Master, and my construction of 
the resolution was that the duty was personal to Bro. McCormick, and I 
very much desired that we should have the benefit of his experience and 
learning in that work. But such was not his construction of the resolu- 
tion. Bro. Colton has left the state. Bro. Martin informs me that it was 
impossibleTor him to attend to it, and so I have to regret that it has not been 
don* at all. 

The disposition of St. John's College to Bro. Mills, which was contem- 
plated and provided for at our last communication, I am informed by 
him, has not been completed. The committee having the matter in 
charge will, doubtless, afford us the necessary information. Lest this 
should become an apple of discord, I recommend an early and final dis- 
position of it. 

Our Order is professedly exclusive. Our rules forbid the admission of 
any except such as are worthy and well qualified. And the unanimity 
of the ballot has been a reasonable safeguard against impositions. But, 
during the war, our sympathy for our neighbors and our desire to afford 
them the benefits of our Order, in the vicissitudes to which they were ex- 
posed, induced us to admit many who w r ere young and inexperienced and 
whose characters were not well formed. They sought our Order for per- 
sonal safety, knowing nothing more of it than that it was a universal 
brotherhood for kindness and protection. They were strangers to its 
high moral principles and aims ; and, therefore, and also because of the 
baneful influences of the camp, we have some among us who give us much 
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concern. Bat they are now masons, andit isour duty to bear with them, 
80 far as we can with safety. And especially is it our duty, by frequent 
leetures, in and out of the lodges, to teach them the high principles and 
aims of masonry, and, if possible, to wean them from evil propensities, 
and make them honorable and useful. But as the general good of our 
Order is above our sympathy for any individual member, we must re- 
commend that, failing in our efforts to teach and reform, we must unhes- 
itatingly expel every unworthy member. The wise and good who meet 
around our altars cannot, and will not, associate with the profligate. 

The station of Grand Master is as honorable as any other station in the 
state. Indeed we teach that it is the most honorable, and he who fills it 
owes a debt of gratitude to his brethren which a lifetime service only 
tan pay. But it is not a station of honor only, but of great labor and 
usefulness. Its duties and relations are such as to require almost constant 
attention. It has been usual to continue the Grand Master for two years. 
When this has been departed from, I think it was error, because the ex- 
pericnce'of the first year enables the Grand Master to be more efficient 
and useful the second year. I make these remarks lest the course which 
I feel it my duty to pursue may be followed as a precedent. My official 
intercourse with the fraternity has been very agreeable, and it would be a 
pleasure to continue it. But I find by experience that it occupies 8^ 
much of my time during the session of the court of which I am a mem- 
ber, as to interfere with my duties to the court, or else to impose more 
labor than I am physically able to bear. I am, therefore, obliged to ask 
you to excuse me from serving a second year. 

In taking leave of you, my brethren, I commend to your devotion our 
noble institution. A membership of thirty years has enabled me to know 
it well ; and it has warmed in my affections for its beauties and grown 
in my admiration for its strength and wisdom. The world w r ondcrs, as 
well it may, what it is in masonry 'which preserves it, w T hilc everything 
else decays. Other institutions spring up and run well for a ’while, but 
are soon lost, even in name. u Splendid cities rise to cheer the dreary 
desert,” and then moulder until their very sites are lost. Empires rise 
to power and splendor, and soon live only in history. But masonry lives 
through all time, in every form of government, through wars and in peace, 
grows fresher with age and stronger in storms. Amid all the commo- 
tions of the world, the play of angry passions and the carnage of armies, 
she has worn her lambskin, as she wears it this day, without spot or blem- 
ish. That must be pure which nothing corrupts ; that must be strong 
which nothing can break. The most industrious in labor, the most learn- 
ed in the professions, the most profound in science, the. most honored in 
state and the most devout in church — differing in everything else — meet 
around a common altar in union and fellowship. They meddle with no 
matters of party in state or church ; they have no speculations or schemes 
for wealth or honors ; yet thay claim to have some common design of 
great moment. What does it mean ? Churchmen, statesmen, philoso- 
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pliers and laborers ! what talismanic charm draws you together ? What 
lessons of wisdom bring you to teach, or come you to learn? Are you 
not tired of the noiseless tread and whispering voice, the secret sign and 
silent tongue, which for so many ages hare separated you from the world ? 
Are you not ashamed of your many forma and simple emblems ? — the 
square, the level and the plumb ; the setting-mall, the coffin and the 
spade ; the broken column, the sprig of acacia and the weeping virgin, 
and their like ? Nay, my brethren • there is no need that you should, 
be ashamed, for the greatest truths are found in the greatest simplicity. 
Not only did the teakettle top suggest all that is known of the powers of 
steam, the falling apple great truths in philosophy, but He who taught 
as never man taught, impressed His greatest truths by the simplest em- 
blems. When He taught the difference between the stable and unstable- 
mind, He pointed to the house upon tha rock, and the house upon the 
sand. When He taught the obligations to government, as distinguished 
from duty to God, He pointed to the superscription on their coin. When 
He warned against covetousness and over carefulness, He pointed to the 
lily, which did neither toil nor spin. When lie taught the influence of 
good deeds upon the world, He pointed to the candle on the stand, and 
the city on the hill. When He taught the difference between the mere 
pretender and him who was faithful, He blasted the barren fig tree and 
praised the vine with much fruit. 'When He taught the necessity of the 
death of the body to the resurrection of the soul He pointed to the grain 
of wheat, which springs not up till first it dies. When He taught who 
was fit for the kingdom of heaven, He took a little child and set him in 
the midst. When He prescribed the means commemorative of His own 
passion and death, He broke bread and divided wine. And His mission 
to earth, His rejection by men, His suffering and death, His resurrection 
and ascension and His eternal existence and glory are all taught us by 
the simple emblem : The stone which the builders rejected is become the 
head of the corner. 

Yea, my brethren, there is a charm here, and in all your communications, 
which you would not, if 3 ou could, resist. It is not that the laborer, the 
philosopher, the statesman and the churchman, learn here only lessons of 
wisdom fit for the mind; but it is especially because the heart is touched 
by a charm which is a specific for so many of the evils of the world. 

Not many years ago a worthy mechanic removed to * city from a dis- 
tant state, and died before he had made acquaintances, and left his fami- 
ly destitute. The weather was most inclement ; their horn® was cheer- 
less; the mother was sick ; the children hungry. One thnig after another 
had been sold for bread, until all was gone. A crisis seemed at hand. — 
They must die or beg. Again she searched to see if nothing remained. 
She found, neatly folded, a lambskin or white leather apron — the'emblem 
of innocence, and the badge of a mason — which she had seen her hus- 
band wear in masonic processions. The tear came, the voice sobbed, and 
the heart sank.^Could she part with it- ? Was it of any value ? Would 
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any one have it ? Necessity compelled. She offered it to a merchant.— 
He asked many questions; wrote her name and residence; supplied her 
wants, and bid her call again. Soon might be seen a group talking ear- 
nestly together ; soon the widow’s uncomfortable tenement was exchang- 
ed for a neat cottage ; the floor was carpeted ; the furniture appropriate ; 
the fire blinked bonnily ; the children were fed and dad and gleesome, 
and the widow’s heart was happy, and 

“CarolM light as lark at morn,” 

And yet no one knew who did it, and none sought praise for it ! This 
is one of your secrets, brethren, for which the world censures you. 

Beligion fits men for heaven, and that is the best. Masonry fits men 
for the world, and that is the next ; and these two are friendly to each 

other. 

So long as the Grand Master of the Universe shall preside and give 
us instructions for our work, so long will we labor in the quarries, and 
exhibit specimens of our skill. And when He shall declare the Temple 
finished, and shall close His Lodge on earth, and open it in Heaven, we 
will obey His summons there, 

“To bring forth the cap-stone 

With shouting and praise.”

N. P. Bowman appeared, presented his credentials as 
representative of the Most W orshipful Grand Lodge of Vermont 
near this Grand Lodge, and being received as such, he was cor- 
dially invited to a seat in the Hall. . 

The Grand Secretary presented the following as his annual 
report, which was read and referred to the committee on his 
books and report : 

To the M. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The rapid tide of time, in its ebbings and flowings, has brought around 
another Masonic year, and through the providence of the All Wise disk 
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poser of all human events, we are once more permitted to assemble in our 
annual communication, to consult upon and adopt sucli measures as will 
result in the prosperity of the Craft in this jrisdiction. 

I will now enter upon the business connected with my office, and will 
inform you that, in obedience to a resolusion of the last Grand Lodge, I 
furnished the following subordinate lodges with new charters, their old 
ones having been destroyed, or carried off by the Federal army, in their 
march through the State : 

Archer Lodge, No. 165; Mill Creek, No. 125; Scotch Ireland, No. 154; 
Carey, No. 198 ; Mingo, No. 206 ; Belmont, No. 108 ; Mount Olivet, No. 
195; Siioam, No. 178 ; Conoho, No. 131 ; Perquimans, No. 10G ; Johnson, 
Caswell, No. 10 — old charter revived; Wayne, No. 112 — the Lodge 
building, with its contents, destroyed by fire in May last. 

Thirteen Lodges were chartered at your communication of last year 
commencing with McCormick Lodge, No. 228, and ending with Wicca- 
con Lodge, No. 240. 

From the number of Lodges which have been organized by dispensa- 
tion, during the year, we may reasonably suppose that a large accession 
to our membership has been received.

I will here state that some brother (through mistake, no doubt,) paid 
fifteen dollars in uncurrent money, which, in the hurry of business, I did 
not discover until the Grand Treasurer drew my attention to it in count- 
ing the amount paid at that time. 

In conformity with a resolution of the last Grand Lodge, the M, W. G.

We deeply sympathize with our brethren in these jurisdictions, and 
would gladly pour the oil of comfort and consolation into their bereaved 
hearts, if in doing so the grief for the loss of their worthy and much es- 
teemed dead could be alleviated. 

By the direction of the M. W. G. M. I have had a new supply of char- 
ters, dispensations and diplomas printed, the old supply of charters and 
diplomas being nearly exhausted, and that of dispensations entirely so. 
I have also had a few blank accounts current, and a new supply of blank 
receipts, which I thought necessary to have printed for the use of the 
Grand Lodge. 

I have thus, my brethren, presented you with this, my annual report, 
in which I have embraced all such matters as 1 believe to l>e my duty to 
submit for your consideration, and in conclusion suffer me to express 
a hope that our time- honored institution may continue to be blessed with 
peace, harmony and prosperity. 

May brotherly love continue to grow with our growth, and strengthen 
with our strength. May every moral and social virtue cement and bind 
us more closely together during our earthly existence, and when the

Grand Lodge above, that glorious and magnificent temple, not made 
with hands, eternal in the heavens.

Bro. W. B. Smith, from the Committee on Foreign Corses- 
pondence, appointed at the last annual communication, presented 
a report, the reading of which was, on motion of Bro. J. G.

Reports were received from Grand Lecturers, as follows, which 
were read and referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurispru- 
dence, except so much of the report of Bro. J. M. Happoldt, 
Grand Lecturer for the seventh Judicial Circuit, in relation to 
Lincoln Lodge, No. 137, which was referred to a special com- 
mittee, composed of Bros. II. H. Smith, Wm. Murdock and W. 
J. Stanley. 

To the M. W. Grand Master, Wardens and Members op the Grand 
Lodge op North Carolina : 

Another Masonic year has come to a close, and it becomes my duty to 
make a report of what I have done as Lecturer for the first Judicial Dia- 
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trict. As soon as I received my commission I immediately notified all 
the Lodges in the district of my appointment ; but in consequence of all 
the Lodges in this district having suffered so much by the enemy during 
the war there were but few of them that could employ a lecturer, though 
they all express a great anxiety for instruction. I have visited and in- 
structed Center Hill Lodge, U. D., and left them greatly improved. The 
Craft in that Lodge is in good hands, and I take pleasure in recommend- 
ing to them a charter. I have also visited Delk Lodge, Unanimity 
Lodge and Perseverance Lodge, Plymouth, and I find the work in all of 
those Lodges in good hands ; they are very zealous, and anxious for more 
light. I left them all much improved for the time I remained with them, 
and in my visits to all of those Lodges I have been treated with the 
greatest degree of kindness and brotherly affection, and should I be con- 
tinued as lecturer, I am in hopes, should my life be spared, to be able 
another year to visit all the Lodges in my district. 

I have been anticipating much pleasure in visiting the G-rand Lodge, 
at this session, to be with my brethren, many of whom are my intimate 
friends and acquaintances ; but Providence has decreed otherwise, and I 
must submit. My health is so exceedingly feeble that I can scarcely keep 
up, and I do not think it would be prudent to leave home until my 
health improves. ^

P. G. M. Alfred Martin — Chairman Grand Lecturer : 

Dear Brother : I herewith submit my Report as Grand Lecturer of the 
Fifth District, for the year just closed. 

About the 18th of April last I visited Rockingham Lodge, Ho. 216, 
and found that they had lost the work of Masonry, being unable to com- 
municatemore than the signs, words and grips, and had been declaring 
persons Master Masons without any fees, or any record, and they could 
not tell who or how many they had made. They informed me that they 
had no money — no fees nor dues having been paid for several years — and 
they did not know who were their members. I remained with them for 
three days ; but finding they manifested so little interest in the matter 
that I came home disgusted. I am satisfied that there is not one member 
of that Lodge that knows even the first section of the first degree, perfect- 
ly, and manifested no disposition to learn. I therefore recommend that 
their charter be arrested until such time as they produce a certificate 
from an authorized Grand Lecturer that they are qualified to confer the 
three degrees of Masonry properly. 

About the middle of May I visited Lafayette Lodge, Ho. 83, and was 
really gratified to find them working so well. The Lodge is composed 
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of the most intelligent men in the county, who are zealous Masons ; and 
where intelligence and zeal are combined it cannot fail to produce a good 
working Lodge. I remained with them two days, and was much pleased 
with my visit. 

In October I spent one day with our brethren of King Solomon Lodge, 
^;o. 138, and was surprised to see so large an attendance; even the old 
grey haired Masons of the Lodge were full of zeal for the Institution, and 
were filling the offices very creditably. Ihey all seemed anxious to im- 
prove themselves in Masonry, and paid the most marked attention to the 
lecture. Neither they nor myself were satisfied with so short a visit, and 
I promised that I would visit them again,

To the Hon. E. G. Reade, M. W. G. M. of Masons of North Carolina : 

Early in the Spring I addressed the Lodges in the Seventh Judicial 
District, informing them that, as Grand Lecturer, it was my duty to visit 
them, lecture, and exemplify the 1 ‘ Stephenson Work;” and at the same 
time it was expected that the Lodges desiring such labor would defray 
the expenses of the Lecturer, so far as their abilities would permit. 
Some of the Lodges responded, and desired visitation. I also notified 
others outside of the district that I should visit them as Deputy Grand 
Master, for examination of work, &c. 

I received an invitation from a number of brethren at Newton, Cataw- 
ba county, requesting me to visit and instruct them, preparatory to peti- 
tioning for a Dispensation to open and hold a new Lodge at that place. 
I cheerfully complied with their wishes, and accordingly labored with 
them several days. Shortly thereafter I received a petition from them, 
praying a dispensation, and recommended by Lincoln Lodge, No. 137, 
filling the requirements of the resolution of the Grand Lodge, passed at 
at its last communication. I granted the dispensation, and forwarded 
their petition, with the fee of ten dollars, to the Grand Secretary, the re- 
ceipt of which was acknowledged. I again visited these brethren, open- 
ed Catawba Lodge, U. D., at Newton, and set them to work. I am 
pleased to add that they are worthy and zealous brethren ; and I doubt 
not that when they shall send up their work to the Grand Lodge, asking 
for a charter, the Committee on Dispensations and Charters will not hesi- 
tate to recommend the granting of their prayer. 

In July I visited (by request) Mystic Tie Lodge, No. 237, at Marion, 
McDowell county, installed the newly elected officers, exemplified the 
work, and lectured on the ritual and morals of Masonry. This Lodge is 
in a healthy condition. 

* * * * * * * 

On the 15th of October I granted a dispensation to a number of brethren 
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to open and hold a new Lodge, named u Western Star,” in the town of 
Rutherfordton, and forwarded the petition (properly rcommended by 
Mystic Tie, 237,) with the fee of ten dollars, to the Grand Secretary. On 
the 25th, by request, I visited and opened the Lodge, and conferred the sev- 
eral degrees, and lectured on the ritual and morals of Masonry. It affords me 
pleasure to state that the components of this new Lodge give promise of 
zealous and worthy craftsmen, who need not be ashamed of their work 
When application for a charter will be presented at this Grand commu- 
nication I hope the committee acting on the same will feel no hesitation 
in recommending that their charter be granted. 

After returning home from Lincolnton, in August last, as Cleaveland 
Lodge, No. 202, had made no application for my services, I made pre- 
parations to spend the month of September in visiting, as Deputy Grand 
Master, Burnsville Lodge, No. 192 ; Mt. Hermon, No. 118 ; Pisgah Lodge, 
No. 200; Blackmer Lodge, No. 170; Junaluska Lodge, No. 145, and 
Cherokee Lodge, No. 146, having reasons to believe that my worthy 
brother, (and one of the Grand Lecturers for the Sixth Judicial District,) 
Luke Blackmer, would join me in this visitation. This determination 
was frustrated by sickness, and its long continuance forbade my leaving 
home when my health was restored, and, to my chagrin, had to abandon 
it altogether. 

I beg leave to state, from observation and from intelligence received 
from reliable brethren, that, in order to insure uniformity in work, (the 
Stephenson Work, adopted by this Grand Lodge,) it is important that 
the Lodges should be visited and instructed by competent lecturers, and 
that such lecturers should be remunerated by the Grand Lodge, or by the 
Lodges so visited ; and such lecturers to labor until the officers are suffi- 
ciently instructed. This can more easily be effected (at the option of the 
lecturer) by delegated officers, from several Lodges, meeting him at a desig- 
nated central Lodge. Many irregularities are permitted, in some Lodges, 
that need correction. Disobedience to Grand Lodge resolutions now in 
force, especially such as are in conflict with the resolution of the Grand 
Communication, passed in 1862, tolerating nonaffiliated Masons visiting 
more than once. 

I cannot refrain from reiterating the recommendation of P. G. M. 
McCormick, in his able address, of establishing libraries in every Lodge ; 
for without the aid of the teaching of Masonic Jurisprudence Lodges are 
liable to err, notwithstanding the legal Masonic attainments of model 
Worshipful Masters. Propositions and motions are frequently made detri- 
mental to the harmony of Lodges, which a more thorough knowledge of 
the laws would prevent, and thereby save the Master the disagreeable ne- 
cessity of sounding the gavel. Lodges having libraries, and, convening for 
the purpose of reading and instruction on Masonic law during the intervals 
of the stated meetings, would be taught the science, literature and laws of 
Masonry. As an evidence that libraries are really useful, I venture the 
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assertion that Catawba Valley Lodge, No. 217, has realized the benefits 
of a small library, purchased about twelve months ago. I take pleasure 
in saying its legal knowledge is not surpassed by any Lodge in North 
Carolina, fully comprehending the exoteric and esoteric teachings of 
Masonry. 

On the 16th of October I visited Hibriton Lodge, U. D., at Lenoir, in 
Caldwell county. I was received by this new Lodge by evidences of 
warm fraternal regard; examined the work and approved it. This 
Lodge is well officered, and its members well disciplined. They are 
stones made ready for the Master Builder’s use. I lectured the Lodge on 
the ritualistic teachings, points of Masonic Jurisprudence and morals of 
masonry, urging vigilance at the entrance of the temple, and nothing is 
wanted to ensure them continued prominency in work and character. 
This Lodge will make application for a charter, and no objections will, I 
doubt not, be urged, and the proper committee will recom mend the 
granting the prayer of their petition. 

I desire to call your attention, as I feel it my duty so to do, to an other 
violation of a resolution of the Grand Lodge, to wit : the conferring de- 
grees gratuitously on clergymen. A resolution declaring it not contrary 
to the spirit and landmarks of Masonry to confer the degrees gratuitously 
on regular ministers of the gospel was rejected in the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, in 1851, and I have no knowledge of its repeal. The 
practice, in some Lodges, is to remit the fees, or donate, in con- 
sideration of the calling. Wherever in my visitations I have found this 
disposition to prevail I have forbid it. At this time a case is under con- 
sideration in one of the Lodges. While in some Grand jurisdictions it is 
tolerated, the majority, however, condemn it. In the seventh article of 
the General Regulations, adopted in 1720, fees are required. It is not my 
intention to discuss its merits, but simply to present it to attention, that 
thereby the discretion of the Lodges may be informed. 

I granted a dispensation to Captain Noble, of the United States troops, 
stationed at Morganton, to withdraw his petition from Catawba Valley 
Lodge, No. 217, after presentation, and while his application was pend- 
ing, on the ground that he had received peremptory orders to take com- 
mand at Raleigh. 

I also granted a dispensation to Catawba Valley Lodge, No. 217, to 
hold an election for Secretary after the annual election of officers, in con- 
sequence of the Secretary elect declining installation, because of his in- 
tention to leave Morganton. 

In accordance with your instructions, in all the Lodges I have been 
diligent in lecturing them on the morals of Masonry, and urging the ex- 
pulsion of drunkards, gamblers and profane swearers, and endeavored to 
arouse the Craft to the danger of admitting all immoral persons as 
jeopardizing and prejudicing our beloved Order, and suffer no bias of 
friendship, or any sinister motive, to compromise the dignity of our time 
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honored Institution. I have observed an evil too prevalent, the indul- 
gence of an improper spirit, sectionally considered, in the relation we 
sustain to other brethren, and persons whose nativity may chance not to 
have been in our genial and beloved South. The catholicity of Masonry 
must be preserved ; a want of this faith alienates us from truth, and is 
destructive in its tendency. We solemnly declare when we enter the 
temple of Masonry u to learn to subdue our passions ” and to improve 
from what Masonry teaches. I have urged upon the Craft that physical, 
intellectual and moral fitness should be our rule of action, and that at 
the ballot box no personal, political or religious prejudice or passion 
shou d be permitted to bias us. 

In tile conclusion of my report, Most Worshipful Brother, allow me to 
remark that I have studiously endeavored to maintain obedience to your 
authority, and when in doubt have asked for your advice in all matters 
of Masonic concernment, that the prudence, honor and dignity of 
my official relations might be preserved. I have, to the best of my 
humble ability, discharged the duties incumbent upon me, without 
fear, favor or partiality. I sincerely regret- that my visitations have not 
been as extensive as desired or intended ; a controlling Providence stayed 
the execution of my purposes, unto whom we must reverently and sub- 
missively bow, from the most exalted to the humblest of the Craft. 

Accept my thanks for the official honor conferred upon me, and my 
earnest wish for your prosperity and long continuance in the exalted po- 
sition you now occupy, and for the Grand Lodge of North Carolina a 
perpetuity of that indissoluble chain of sincere affection, brotherly love, 
relief and truth that binds us together, and for that happy bond of 
union cementing the Craft as a universal brotherhood, uniting us into 
one sacred band, amongst whom no contentions should ever exist, all 
striving after that most noble emulation — who can best work and best 
agree.

Rt. W., E. G. Reade, G. M. op the M. W. Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina : 

Rt. W. Sir : In the printed proceedings of the last Grand Communica- 
tion of the M. W. Grand Lodge, on page thirty-six, I find the following 
resolution recorded, viz : 

“ Resolved , That the Grand Master be requested to appoint eight Grand 
Lecturers, one for each judicial district, who shall be required to com- 
municate with each other, and with Alfred Martin, P. G. M., and agree 
as to the true work, before they proceed to dispense it.” 

Without consultation with, and the concurrence of at least a majority 
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of the Grand Lecturers appointed under that resolution, I did not feel 
that I should be authorized to teach any particular system to any one of 
the Grand Lecturers with whom I might have an opportunity of commu- 
nicating. Whether they have communicated with each other or not, I 
am unable to say; but I have had no opportunity of consulting with 
them upon the work, and the resolution, therefore, has not been carried 
out ; nor do I think it practicable to do so. 

Bro. T. M. Gardner is the only one of the Grand Lecturers with whom 
I have had any consultation upon the work of the Lodge Degrees, and 
as I did not consider that we alone had the authority necessary to de- 
termine what the work should be, he, at the solicitation of some of the 
Lodges in his district, visited and instructed them in the work known 
as the Webb work, believing that whatever system the Grand Lodge 
might hereafter adopt, they had better, in the mean time, have that than 
none. I submit herewith a copy of a report that I have received from 
him, which I have no doubt contains a true statement of the condition 
of the Lodges visited by him. 

There are many Lodges in this Grand Jurisdiction that are totally in- 
competent, either to discharge the duties, or to exercise the rights and 
privileges that pertain to a Lodge of A. F. and A. Masons ; and if the 
Grand Lodge cannot devise, and put into successful operation, some plan 
by which they can be thoroughly instructed, and then required to con- 
duct their business properly, it would be infinitely more for the interest 
and honor of the Institution that she should revoke their charters. They 
are turning out upon the Masonic community hundreds who are Masons 
only in name. They have no correct conception of the ceremonies, nor 
of the principles that govern the Order, and but a very faint and imper- 
fect idea of their duties and obligations as Masons, and are necessarily 
‘ l drones in the hive.”

The credentials of Bro. D. W. Bain, as representative of the 
Grand Orient of Cuba, near this Grand Lodge, were presented, 
and as such he was cordially welcomed, and invited to a seat in 
the Grand Lodge. 

On motion, the M. W. Grand Master was requested to appoint 
a representative of this Grand Lodge, near the Grand Orient of 
Cuba. 

The Grand Master subsequently appointed Bro. T. M. de la 
C. (Obed.) 

Bro. T. B. Carr presented the plan of Bro. Alfred Martin, 
relative to an uniform system of work, which was referred to 9 
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special committee, composed of Bros. T. B. Carr, Wm, Lander, 
and James T. Littlejohn. 

Bro. J. B. Batchelor, from the committee to whom was refer- 
red the address of the Most Worshipful Grand Master, submitted 
the following report, which was read and adopted : 

The undersigned committee, to whom is referred the annual address of 
the Grand Master, have had the same under consideration, and beg leave 
to submit the following report. 

1. They recommend that so much of the address as refers to the cor- 
respondence of the Grand Master with foreign Lodges, and the corres- 
pondence accompanying the address, be referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Communications and miscellaneous subjects. 

2. That so much of the address as refers to the revisal of the constitu- 
tion and by-laws of the Grand Lodge be referred to the Committee on 
Masonic Jurisprudence. 

8. That so much of the address as refers to St. John’s college be refer- 
red to the Committee on St. John’s College. 

4. That so much of the address as refers to the subject of guarding 
the portals and protecting the Institution from unworthy members be 
referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence. 

The evidences of the great success and prosperity of our Institution, as 
furnished in the address, are most gratifying to your committee, and will, 
no doubt, be hailed by the Fraternity as the beginning of a new era in 
its hitherto honorable career. If the proper and necessary vigilance is 
exercised by those who have the care of its outer portals, and none are 
admitted but those whose character promises a due appreciation of its 
high position and proper discharge of its grave trusts and responsibili- 
ties, we may well hope that it will grow in usefulness and honor until it 
shall attain the full measure of renown to which its age and its merits 
entitle it. 

Your committee have given careful consideration to the request of the 
Grand Master — to be excused from further service in his present high 
position — and considering the highly honorable and satisfactory manner 
in which his great duties and responsibilities have been met and < lis- 
charged, and the great desire of the fraternity to continue him another 
term in office, have been anxious to discover some way in which the per • 
sonal difficulties suggested may be met and overcome. On due reflec- 
tion, your committee would recommend that the request of the Grand 
Master be not acceded to ; but that he be unanimously re-elected. They 
entertain the opinion that by the exercise of the power vested in him as 
Grand Master he can call to his aid such assistance from the brothers as 
will alleviate the great lab rs of his position ; and that no brother will, 
at any time, hesitate to furnish such aid as may be in his power. And 
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they would further recommend that during the sessions ot the court of 
which the Grand Master is a member, that all correspondence, and other 
matters of business, so far as the same may properly be done, be addressed 
to the Deputy Grand Master. This, they confidently believe, will much 
lighten the labors of the Grand Master, and aid him in their discharge. 

Your committee, considering the great eloquence and ability of the 
address of the Grand Master, and fully appreciating the touching tribute 
to the merits and beauty of our. time-honored institution, would respect- 
fully recommend the passage of the following resolution : 

Resolved , That the address of the Grand Master be published in full, 
as part of the proceedings of this annual communication, and also in the 
j Key-Stone; and that the secular papers of the State be respectfully 
requested to publish the same, or so much thereof as relates to the gen- 
eral subject of Masonry. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Bro. J. G. Ramsay introduced the following resolution, which 
was adopted : 

Resolved , That the dues of Scotch Ireland Lodge, No. 154, to the Grand 
Lodge, for the year 1865, be remitted, in compliance with the resolutions 
passed by the last Grand Lodge for the relief of subordinate Lodges that 
suffered in consequence of the invasion of the Federal army. 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations submitted the 
following report, which was read and adopted : 

• To the M. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

Your Committee on Charters and Dispensations beg leave to make the 
following report : 

We have examined the proceedings and by-laws of the following 
Lodges, and most respectfully recommend that each Lodge be taken up 
and passed upon separately : 

Your committee are astounded at the number of applications for char- 
ters, and entertain serious fears that our Institution is becoming too pop- 
ular for its future welfare. Being well aware that there is strength in 
numbers, we are, from experience, as confident that many are being 
received into our Order who will ultimately weaken our efforts in carrying 
out our beloved objects. We therefore recommend that the Grand Lodge 
take a deep interest in this matter, and weigh every case before being 
acted on. We are confident that one. good Lodge is worth a dozen luke- 
warm ones. We have done our duty, brethren, but we cannot perform 
your duties or the duties of the Grand Lodge ; these appertain solely to 
yourselves : 

Oscilla Lodge, U. D. — We have examined the proccdings of this 
Lodge, and find only one inaccuracy in them — the minutes are not signed 
by the Worshipful Master. The by-laws have also been examined, and 
we are pleased to say that they are as nearly perfect as nine out of ten in 
your jurisdiction. We have corrected them when we thought the same 
necessary, and suggest that the same be approved as they now stand. 
We recommend that a charter be granted them. 
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Loch Lomond Lodge, U. D'. — We have examined the proceedings of 
this Lodge, and find them kept in a neat manner, but object to their 
rule of approving their minutes at a subsequent meeting. We think this 
should be done before the Lodge closes, for many reasons which will be 
apparent to every brother. We find the Master’s signature to the min- 
utes wanting. We have altered its by-laws where they conflict with 
the resolution of this Grand Lodge or the established laws of our 
Order. We recommend that they be adopted as altered, and that a 
charter be granted them. 

We have also before us a petition for a charter from the old members 
of St. John’s Lodge, No. 110, who have failed to meet since 1861. They 
desire a charter authorizing them to work under the name of Pythagoras 
Lodge, and the petition is recommended by St. John’s Lodge, No. 1, of 
Wilmington, before whom they have exemplified their work. Their by 
laws are a copy of those of St. John’s, No. 1, the time of meeting, and 
such other local regulations, being only altered. We submit their peti- 
tion to the action of the Grand Lodge without recommendation, as there 
are many brethren present who can explain to your Grand Body the cir- 
cumstances connected with the case. 

We have also a petition from Black Rock Lodge, No. 185, for a revival 
of their charter. In 1860 they forfeited their charter, through neglect of 
their proper officers, they not knowing that their dues were unpaid 
They offer to pay the arrears standing against them on the Grand Secre- 
tary’s books upon their charter being revived. Your committee deem it 
necessary to say that the M. W. G. M. has already issued his edict reviv- 
ing the charter of this Lodge ; but as many have expressed the opinion 
that the charter could only be revived by the Grand Lodge, the brethren 
are anxious to have the same done by this M. W. Grand Body. While 
your committee can but disapprove the remissness of the Lodge, in not 
paying their annual dues to the Grand Lodge, we believe that the breth- 
ren are truly repentant, and determined to be more careful in their ac- 
tions for the future. We therefore recommend that their charter be 
revived, and that the dues accruing against them during the years ’61, 
’62, ’68, ’64 and ’65, they not being at work during these years, be remit- 
ted. F. G. FOSTER, )

M. W. E. G, Reade, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Masons 

of North Carolina : 

M. W. Sir and Bro. : At the close of the Masonic year it is my duty to 
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render an account of my proceedings to you, since I had the honor of 
receiving from you the appointment of Grand Lecturer for the second 
judicial circuit of North Carolina. 

After receiving my commission I addressed a letter to some of the 
Grand Lecturers, requesting them to appoint a time when we should re- 
pair to Wilmington, and confer with Past Grand Master Alfred Martin, 
as required by a resolution passed at the last Grand Convocation, for the 
purpose of agreeing as to the true work and a uniformity. I waited 
until the 4th of June, and not hearing from any of them, I repaired to 
Wilmington, in company with Bro. Burnace Walker, and there we found 
Bro. T. M. Gardner. We called upon Bro. Martin, who informed us his 
business engagements were so pressing he could not confer with us upon 
the work ; and while there I was taken dangerously ill, and had to rer 
turn home, -where I found several communications, from different Lodges, 
requesting my services as Grand Lecturer. As soon as my health had 
sufficiently recovered for me to do so, I, on the 14th of July, commenced 
lecturing with Mount Lebanon, No. 117, since which time I have lectured 
with the following Lodges : Joseph Warren, No. 92 ; St. John’s, No. 96 ; 
Lenoir, No. 238 ; Radiance, No. 132 ; Franklin, No. 109 ; and I have 
visited Rountree Lodge, U. D. 

Wherever I have visited I have at all times, in my intercourse with 
the brethren, been treated with the utmost kindness anrl fraternal regard, 
and have been much pleased with the zeal and ardent desire for instruc- 
tion exhibited by the brethren — every one asking eagerly for more light 
I have not been able to attend all the calls I receive 1, in consequence of 
bad health of myself and family.

Resolved, That the Grand Lodge *>f North Carolina hails with pleasure 
the organization of the Gran 1 Lodge of Nevada, and tenders a fraternal 
r ecognitioo to that new Grand body. 

The committee on Charters and Dispensations submitted 
the following additional report which was read and adopted : 

Elmwood Lodge. — We have examined the proceedings of Elmwood 
Lodge, Greensboro, and find several inaccuracies therein. We call the at- 
tention of the Grand Lodge to these little things because we confidently be- 
lieve that attention to them will only make us adepts in our 
profession. It has always been the opinion of your committee that a Lodge 
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under Dispensation can do nothing more than make Masons. In this belief 
we are sustained by every writer on Masonry in this country, Brown, Mor- 
ris, Pikes, Mackey, Chase, Simons, Mitchell and others. In this Lodge 
and nearly every other one we have examined, we find the Lodge’s afficia« 
ting members. This is contrary to our teachings. 

We also suggest that our brethren approve tneir proceedings on the day 
of their occurrence. 

We also object to our bretnren using in their minutes such expressions a8 
— “ Initiated into the mysteries of the Fellow Craft’s degree” and others 
of like UDmasonic expressions. 

The By-Laws of this Ludgeare Yery good but we have felt it our duty 
to alter ihem in one or two places. Weobjoct to any Lodge having every 
meeting as a day of election and have accordingly struck the clause from 
the code. Nor do we think the approval by the members of a Lodge nec- 
' essary to the appointment of any committee by the Worshipful Master.— 
There are many laws incorporated into this code which are entirely new, 
but which we wish may be at some no distant day adopted by every Lodge 
in this State. 

We cneeriully recommend that a Charter be granted them. 

Roundtree Lodge. — The proceedings of this Lodge we are sorry to 
say are kept in a very discreditable fanner. We find no record of their 
minutes or aDy one of, them being ever approved and we think this an error 
too great to be passed over by your Grand Body in silence. The minutes 
are but scanty synopsis of their proceedings, and we find the master’s name 
in every instance absent from them. 

Their By ..Laws are most ex< ellent ; nut cumbered by a repetition of those 
laws which every mason ought to know, but eujoin the great lesson of Be- 
nevolence and make its practice incumbent on every member. We have 
altered them in one or two instances, involv ing cases of masonic law not 
generally understood, but which we consider as long since settled by the 
competent tribunals of this country as sound Masonic law. 

We must protest against the orthography of the transcriber of these by- 
laws and hope they will not be printed as written. 

We recommend a Charter be granted them and hope that they will in 
the future correct their errors. 

Stanhope Lodge, — -We suggest that the Dispensation granted this Lodge 
be recalled and the members be advised to return to their original Lodges 
with the best wishes, but trembling hopes of this Grand Lodge. 

Monroe Lodge. — The minutes of this Lodge are most creditable to its 
members. We hope they will hereafter approve their proceedings before 
they close their Lodge. We certainly think it prettier, more business like 
and more agreeable to our sense of the right way of doing business. 

We cheerfully recommend that a Charter be granted them, and feel that 
they will early become one of the brightest ornaments in our masonic 
casket. 
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New Berne Lodge.— Your committee are at a total loss how to express 
their admiration of this Lodge, its work and its general way of doing busi- 
ness. Its By-Laws are unequaled and we are surprised that no Lodge in 
the State has ever before thought of such Lodge code and how to express 
it. Your committee have no alterations tagnake, uo suggestions to offer 
for their benefit. We feel that no objection can be raised against granting 
them their request and cheerfully recommend that the same be granted. 

Your committee in conclusion have to state that they have a large amount 
of work yet before them. We have done our best to have every Lodge ems 
powered to participate in our elections to-night. We commenced work 
this morning before sunrise and have employed almost every minute since 
at our work, except when in tne Lodge. Your committee are determined 
to do their whole duty, and in doing that, will assure you that no Lodge 
shall pass them without the closest scrutiny. We therefore beg that you 
will bear with us as patiently as possible. We would be glad if some way 
could be originated by your Body, by which the delegates present from 
Lodges under Dispensation, could particip ite if possible in the elections, in 
which they can but have as greitan interest as ourselves. We can offer no 
suggestions for their benefit, but most respectfully beg leave to rest the mat- 
ters with you.

Alfred 
Martin, P. G. M. relative to nni tommy of Work, together with the resolu- 
tions offered by Bro's. Carr a id S nith upon the subject, beg leave to report, 
that they have carefully examined the same, and recommend Lhe ad >ptiou of 
the following Resolutions : 

Resolved, 1st. That Past Grand Master Alfred Martin of Wilmington be 
hereby appointed Deputy Custodian of the work of North Carolina the M. 
W. Grand Master, being the proper Custodian ex-officio. 

Resolved , 2nd, That the M. W. Grand Master be requested to appoint two 
Grand Lecturers, whose duty it shall be to obtain a perfect knowledge of 
the work from the Deputy Custodian together with a certificate from him 
that they are qualified to enter up in the duties of their office, before they are 
authorized to teach the work.

Bro. J. G. Ramsay from the committee on Masonic Juris- 
prudence, submitted a report as follows, which was read and 
adopted : 

The committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, have had under consideration 
the several matters referred to them and authorized the following report, 
via : 

1. Upon the subject of a revisal of the Constitution and By Laws of the 
Grand Lodge, the committee recommend that another committee be ap- 
pointed by the Grand Master, to carr? out the requirements, upon this sub- 
ject, contained in the resolutions of the last Grand Lodge, to be found on 
page 16 of its printed proceedings. 

2. Upon the subject of guarding the portals and protecting the institu- 
tion of Masonry from unworthy members, the committee are of the opin- 
ion that the evils with which the craft is beset and against which it must 
guard, are sographically and ably set forth and the remedies so clearly point- 
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ed out in the Grand Master’s address that but little remains for the committee 
except to commend his views and instructions upon this subject, to the earn- 
est ard practical attention of all the subordinate Lodges The dangers, to 
which our institution is exposed, do not, so far as the committee perceive, 
arise from any deficiency in the laws, rules and regulations which can be 
supplied by legislation ; hut are due rather to the want of fidelity with 
which these are executed. The fact is as patent as it is lam p table that 
there are officers and members of our Lodges either so ignorant or demoral- 
ized, or both, that the ritual is almost entirely unknown among them, and 
many of the ancient landmarks forgotten or disregarded. With a view, 
however, of applying at least a partial remedy for these evils, the commit- 
tee recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolved , That it he enjoined upon the Masters and Wardens of the 
subordinate Lodges to require a more strict and faithful observance of the 
Constitution and By-Laws of this Grand Lodge and to see to it that Sec. 10, 
Art. iv. of the By-Laws be strictly enforced, especially that part which de- 
clares that more than one degree shall not be conferred in the same day 
unless due proficiency be manifested in open Lodge. 

Resolved , That the Grand Lecturers be required to examine the records 
and proceedings of the Lodges they may visit, and report in what manner 
these are kept and conducted, as well as whether due obedience is paid to 
the constitution, laws and teachings of Masonry. 

3. In reference to Rockingham Lodge, No. 116, the committee recom- 
mend that the suggestion of brother T. M. Gardner, Grand Lecturer for that 
District, be adopted, and that the charter of that Lodse be revoked until 
the Grand Master is satisfied of the disposition and ability of the members 
of that Lodge to conform to the rules and teachings of Masonry. 

All of which is respectfully submitted,

The committee to whom was referred so much of the re- 
port of Bro. J. M. Happoldt, Grand Lecturer for the 7th Ju- 
dicial Circuit, as relates to Lincoln Lodge, No. 137, submitted 
the following report which was read and adopted : 

The Special committee on the report of the “ Grand Lecturer’' of the 7th 
Judicial Circuit, with reference to Lincoln Lodge, No. 137, beg leave to re- 
port : 

Deeply impressed with the importance of subordination and prompt obe- 
dience in our order, your committee regret that their Brethren of the Lin- 
coln Lodge should teem to have been deficient in that particular; thus chil- 
ling the zeal of the “ Grand Lecturer," and, in some degree, depriving him 
of an opportunity to learn the high Masonic virtues in which they stand 
prominent, and themselves of the advantages to he derived from his faith- 
ful and learned lectures. 
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It is plead in their tehalf that they were aware the “ Grand Lecturer, 
had not complied with the law of the Grand Lodge requiring him to repair 
*o Past Grand Master, Brother Marlin, for instructions; and that this fact 
was known and urged against him, in the Lodge, and in the committee who 
corresponded with him. They allege that no obedience to his laws could 
be required of ihem, by one who was himself “ in the very act” of disobedi- 
ence to higher authority. And your committee ate forced to admit, the val- 
idity of this argument seemed to them manifest ond irresistible, While we 
labor to secure harmony , in the work of our Order, and in the hearts of the 
Brethren as well, wq may not forget that “ the voice of law is the harmony 
of the world.” 

If we might go a little way “behind the record,” we would say the great 
error was in appointing to the office of Grand Lecturer a Brother whose 
thoughts and time are so unavoidably absorbed in the duties of his profes- 
sion ; while we cannot but admire the generous zeal for Masonry which 
bore our brother on to keep the spirit , though cut of his power to obey the 
letter of the law. 

The foregoing remarks refer not at all to the labors of the Deputy Grand 
Master. 

Your committee write in the hope that the good of Masonry may not 
require that p ition of the Grand Lecturer's report referring to Lincoln Lodge, 
to be spread upon the records, that so the name of our fair sister may remain 
without reproach.

this Grand Lodge to co-operate with the Trustees of St. John’s 
College in regard to a sale of the College, &c., submitted the 
following report which was read. 

To the M. Worshipful G. M. of N. C. 

The Committee appointed at the last communication of thi* Grand Lodge 
to co-op rate with the Trustees of St. John’s College, in carrying out the 
agreement entered into between the Grand Lodge and Bro. John H. Mills, 
in regard to the purchase of said College by Brother Mills — ask leave to 
submit the foilowiug report : That early in the present year, they by pub- 
lic advertisement, requested the Creditors of the College to present their 
claims to the committee, that the same might be made known to Bro. Mills, 
that shortly after said notice was given, claims to ths amount of about 
$4300 including interest, and exclusive of a debt due to Bro. John Berry, 
were presented to the committee ; that when all the claims except Bro. Berry’s 
were supposed to have come to the hands of the committee, they requested 
the Trustees of the College to meet them with a view to carrying out the 
said agreement with Bro. Mills. At this meeting, it was proposed to convey 
the property of St.John’s College to Bro. Mills upon his executing a bond 
with security to be approved by the trustees, in the sum of $20,000 con- 
ditioned to the payment by Bro. Mills of all the debts due from said trustees 
oa account of said College, and for faithfully carrying out in all respects the 
agreement entered into by him as aforesaid. This bond Bro. Mills declined 
to execute, for the reason that neither the Trustees nor the committee could 
give him any assurance that he should not be required to pay debts of the 
College other than those already presented to and ascertained by said com- 
mittee — he insisting that the debts which he was to assume should be defi- 
nitely set forth by the trustees — they insisting that all claims against them 
incurred on account of said College should be paid by Bro. Mills, whether 
the same had been made known to him at that time or not. 
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Under these circumstances your commitee beg leave to recommend that 
the Grand L^dgo do adopt the following resolutions, to wit: 

Resolved, That the Grand Lodge do appoint a committee to co-operate 
with the trustees of St. John's College, in disposing of the same, and that 
said College property be conveyed in fee simple to Bro. John H. Mills, upon 
his paying the dt bts contracted by said trustees, on behalf of said College 
which have been already ascertained, or securing the same to be paid, and 
also agreeing to educate twelve indigent young ladies, daughters of Masons , 
so long as he shall keep a school on the premises. 

Resolved , That should Bro. Mills decline to lake said property upon the 
foregoing terms, then the said committee and trustees shall dispose of the 
same to aDy other person at private or public sale, as in their judgment shall 
secure the highest price, and the proceeds of such sale to be applied to the 
payment of the debts contracted by the said trustees as aforesaid, but first 
to the reimbursement of Bro. Mill*, the necessary expenses incurred by him 
in the improvement and preservation of said property and of the debts 21- 
ready discharged by Bro. Mills during the present year, and the balance, if 
any, they &hall pay to th8 Grand Treasurer to be disposed of by the Grand 
Lodge.

St. John’s Lodge No 1. 

The committee have made some investigations relative to this matter, and 
find, that in the year 1865, a vessel left the port of Wilmington, running 
the blockade, and in her voyage touched at Halifax, Nova-Scoria, for three 
days. That during these three days, 13 persons aboard the blockader, 
whose names we know, and there were others also, but their names are 
not known, applied to and received from Keith Lodge, No. 65, and Athol 
Lodge, No. — , the three degrees of ancient craft masonry. These thirteen 
men were citizens of Wilmington, N. C., residing within the jurisdiction of 
St. John’s Lodge, No. 1., of this Grand Lodge, and ’a. majority of them had 
been rejected by said Lodge. One of the number in taking bis degree was 
so drunk that he did hot go through, but had to he helped through. A 
Brother from this jurisdiction objected to the proceedings as a gross viola- 
tion of the jurisdiction of St. John's Lodge, No. 1, and this Grand Body. 
The reply was, “ that they worked the Scotch Kite and could do as they 
pleased." 

This action of these two Nova-Scotia Lodge?, your committee can but 
regard as a palpable violation of the jurisdiction of this Grand Body, and is no 
less a violation of the spirit and design of masonry. Could ive for one mcment, 
look with approval upon any Lodge, which would pick up any wanderer, 
sojourner or straggler through the world, and clothe him in the habiliment of 
masonry? Could any mason having decent self-respect, look upon the in- 
discriminate crowding into the Temple by mere adventurers, with anything 
but reprobation ? And then with such indecent haste, for two Lodges to put 
ever 13 men tbiough the three degrees in three days, and that, too, with 
a Brother sitting by, protesting against its violation of the jurisdiction of 
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this Grand Lodge. The case s'ands in plain English, thus : Thirteen men 
run the blockade from Wilmington, stop three days at Halifax, N. S., to 
coal. Many cf them had been rejected by St. John’s Lodge. In the 
three days, they receive the degrees, and come back, and shake their ill got- 
ten glory in the face of the Wilmington Lodge taunting’y. 

The general rules and regulations of Masonry, the great common love of 
masonry foibid any such. For who ever heard of Lodges introducing 
those who had no residence ? These adventurers had no idea of settling in 
Halifax ; much less did they settle. The animus revertandi was always pres- 
ent ; their design was as soon as loaded with freight, to return to Wilmington* 
Yet with all these lights before them, the two Lodges of Halifax, N. S., cloth- 
ed them with the garments of the order, and sent them back to their Wilming- 
ton brethren, saying by their actions : ‘These men had their residence in Wil- 
mington, you black-balled them, they came over the waters to us, we judged 
them and found them good and true and fit stones for the Temple. You 
judged wrongly ; you of Wilmington could not see these men in their virtue 
and purity, hut we can ; and we send them back to you to rebuke you, and 
place material in your Temple which you had rejected.” We do not won- 
der that the Wilmington L^dge called the attention of this Grand Body to 
this tact, for what Lodge could view such actions without indignation ? 

Their excuse that they worked the Scotch Bite, which gives them the right 
to introduce every travelling adventurer, is rather slim. Your committee 
know of no difference between the Scotch Bite and the York Rite, save a small 
inteilude between the first and second sections of the M. M’s. degree. It has 
been worked by Lodges in N. C. a^d for some years was quite common, until 
the Grand Lodge suppressed it. These Halifax Lodges had'no right to work the 
Scotch Bite. They belong to the Grand Lodge of England, and were excepted 
from the jurisdiction of Grand Lodge of Canada, when she was recognized by 
the Grand Lodge of England, and no descendant of the Grand Lod-e ot Eng. 
land, nor any lodge under her jurisdiction has the right to use this Scotch 
Bite, for the Yoik Bite has always pronounced it to be a fungus on the Mas- 
ter’s Degree. These Lodges possibly might have meant the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Bite, and were working under that; if so they rre clandes- 
tine Lodges, which was expressly decided by all the Grand Lodges in Amer- 
caand Europe, and in the Louisiana affair some few years ago. 

The action cf the Masonic Congress at Paris expressly laid down as a 
principle that petitioners for the honors of masonry must have a fixed residence^ 
and it does seem strange that Legislation should ever have been necess- 
ary, on that point. For no one, at all conversant with the principles and de« 
signs of Masonry could for a moment tolerate such a practice. Did St. John’s 
Lodge lose her jurisdiction of these men when they had left the port of Wil- 
mington with the design and iotentioa of returning soon? Certainly not* 
Their residence was in Wilmington, and St. John’s Lodge alone could enter- 
tain their petition. Whenever they had moved their residence to another 
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place, then the juris fiction of the Lodge would attach in which they had 
settled and taken a fixed place of residence. And this practice of admitting 
sojourners has been so often prohibited by this Grand Lodge, that ihe world 
is supposed to know that while she would not suffer South Carolina to re- 
ceive such persons, and remonstrates to that Grand Body in a case precisely 
similar to this, and the G. L. ot S. C. called the subordinate Lodge to ac- 
count — neither will this Grand Body suffer the Halifax Lodges to do the 
same thing without heii g called to account, and this Grand Lodge enter- 
ing her protest against any such proceedings. The fact that Nova-Scotia is 
further eff than S. C , makes no difference in the principle. The decisions of 
this Grand Lodge made time and again, set that matter at rest, and has 
surely fixed the principle that this Grand Lodge claims Jurisdiction over 
every man within the limits of N. C. who has a residence in the State, and 
that she claims that jurisdiction, no matter where ihe person may go, until 
he changes his resid nee. And as to the right rf admitting soj turners, this 
Grand Lrdge has never for me moment tolerated any such id a. Your com- 
mittee would oi ly call attention to decisions of that Grand Lodge relative to 
these matters as sustaining the views herein advanced by }our committee.

Whereas, A paper writing containing information as to a violation of the

Therefore be it resolved by the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in Grand 
Communication assembled, That this Grand Body views tl e action of Keith

jurisdiction of this Grand Body, and that the action, by tin se subordinate 
Lodges, is at variance with the fundamental principles of Masonry, and sub- 
versive of its best interests. *"

The Committee ou Charters and Dispensations beg leave to make an addi- 
tional report : 

They have examined the Workings and By-Laws of Shilo Lodge, Granville 
county. Their By-Laws are a model of brevity, their proceedings kept with 
neatness and regularity. We cheerfully recommend a Charter for this Lodge. 

We have also looked into the By-Laws and Workings of Lee Lodge, Alexan- 
der county. The By-Laws are all well enough with the correction we have 
made, but entirely too voluminous, reiterating frequently the By-Laws of the 
Grand Lodge. We find that the brethren of Lee Lodge receive and ballot on 
petitions at the same meetings, which your committee think wholly uumasonic. 
On the plea of emergency we suppose these brethren act, but we think no emer- 
gency can arise to justify their course in this as often as it appears in their pro- 
ceedings. We hope the brethren will correct their errors and not have so many 
emergency cases hereafter. We recommend a Charter for this Lodge. 

Rockford Lodge.— We have examined their Proceedings and By-Laws. Bar- 
ring a few things in their By-Laws hostile to the spirit of Masonry and the 
Laws of the Grand Lodge, which your committee have expunged, their pro- 
ceedings are well kept. Like all other Lodges under dispensation, they insert 
and persist in saying the Lodge was opened or was closed in due form, which 
cannot be true unless some grand officers were present to do so. We recom- 
mend a Charter for this Lodge. 

r 

Mount Bethel Lodge. — Your committee have examined the Minutes and 
By-Laws of this Lodge, and have expunged such matters from their By-Laws as 
seemed inconsistent with the spirit of masonry and the By-Laws of the Grand 
Lodge. Your committee find that this Lodge was opened on the 22d day oi 
June and has never been closed, and now stands agape. We find that in every 
instance, even for intervals of one month, they called off from labor to refresh

ment. This must be all wrong, but except this the Minutes are neatly and 
properly kept, the By-Laws wise and wholesome but voluminous. We recom- 
mend a Charter. 

Trinity Lodge. — The Minutes and By-Laws of Trinity Lodge are a model of 
neatness. Every thing done in handsome style ; judging from their record the 
true spirit of masonry abounds among the Brethren of Trinity. We very 
cheerfully recommend a charter. 

Oaks Lodge.* -We protest against the great length of the By-Laws of this 
Lodge, re-enacting many Laws of the Grand Lodge and reiterating many things 
which are as old as Masonry itself. The Minutes are not well kept, stating that 
which is untrue in every instance, in this, that they open and close in “ Due 
and ancient form however, there is evidently the ring of the true metal in the 
By-Laws and Minutes and we recommend a Charter. 

Colesville Lodge. — Only asks a Dispensation for another year, and to 
change the Senior Warden, S. M. Hughes, to J. L. Petrass. Bro. Hughes de- 
sires this change to be made on account of his deafness. 

Holly Grove Lodge. — Your committee would recommend a Charter to this 
Lodge. Their proceedings are regular and kept neatly — By-Laws an exception. 
The brethren appear to be zealous in the cause at this Lodge.

That we have examined the case of Brother W. W. Woodell, formerly of Hi- 
ram Lodge, No. 40. and we find that during the year 1862, he applied to his 
Lodge for a demit, which was granted. For some cause he did not receive the 
demit from the Secretary. In the meantime he removed his residence from Ral- 
eigh and was absent some time. Returning to Raleigh in 1863, he made an ap- 
plication to the Secretary for the Demit granted to him in 1862, but was refused 
on the ground, that in the interim his habits and conduct had become such, that 
the Lodge was unwilliug to receive him and issue the demit ordered in 1862. 
The case having been brought before the Grand Lodge at its last annual commu- 
nication, it decided that the demit ought to be furnished to him and this was 
done. It is the opinion of your committee, after a careful investigation of the 
matter and the hearing of testimony, that Hiram Lodge, No. 40, should prefer 
charges against Brother Woodell and if acquitted, to grant him a regular demit, 
Your committee further report, that they have examined a communication 
from Brother G. W. Pegi*am, W. M. of Cokesbury Lodge, in which he sets forth 
that McCormick Lodge, No. 228, has received the petition of a candidate living 
within the jurisdiction of Cokesbury Lodge, and made him a Mason, without ob- 
taining the permission of said Lodge, and that his statement is confirmed by 
Brother Jas. Rogers, W. M. of Holly Springs Lodge. These being the facts, it is 
the opinion of your committee, that McCormick Lodge has committed an impro* 
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priefcy (it may be unintentional) and that McCormick Lodge should pay the fees 
for initiating, passing and raising, to Cokesbury Lodge, and make an apology 
for trespassing on the jurisdiction of Cokesbury Lodge.

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations state that they have examined 
the By-Laws, Droceedings, &c., of Lodges U. D. and report as follows : 

Person Lodge. — Has adopted the by-laws of Fellowship Lodge, No. 84, ver- 
batim. Their minutes are somewhat inaccurate, some ungrammatical expressions, 
but owing to the fact that it appears thej use the Black Ball very freely, and seem 
;to be thoroughly imbued with the spirit of Masonry, we recommend a 
charter. 

Harnett Lodge.' — Have adopted the By-Laws of Holly Springs Lodge, 
115. Their proceedings are proper and regular. They desire to change 
their Master. A. D. Cutts, former Master, desires that J. C. Marcom be ap- 
pointed Master, and it appears to be the wish of the Lodge. We recommend a 
Charter, and that the changes proposed be made. 

Waynesville Lodge. — Examined. We find the minutes well kept, the by-laws 
good. We recommend a Charter. The usual fee of $20 accompanies the peti- 
tion for a Charter. 

Centre Hill Lodge. — The proceedings of this Lodge are all proper. Bro. 
Capehart, Grand Lecturer, has labored here with the brethren, and the Lodge 
appears to be flourishing. We recommend a Charter. 

Highbritten Lodge. — The proceedings of this Lodge are neatly kept but we 
find many irregularities therein. They close their E.A. Lodge in “ due form,” 
consider too many cases as emergent, and are too careless, we fear, genera 
One other irregularity we think too grave to be passed over in silence — the 
record shows time and again, (hat a “ W. M., pro tem.,” opened the Lodge but 
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fails to state whether the Junior Warden, the only officer generally present, called 
him to the chair, after having opened the Lodge himself ; in fact the minutess 
show that their pro tern. Masters act in every instance as the lawful Master. W e 
protest against such action. We respectfully recommend that their Dispensa- 
tion be continued during the present year, and that said Lodge be instructed to 
correct these irregularities, and digest more fully the ancient customs of th® 
order. 

East Bend Lodge. — The whole of these proceedings show so many irregular- 
ities, and so much carelessness, that we cannot recommend them a Charter, but 
think that their Dispensation should be continued, and that they be instructed 
to observe the proceedings of the Grand Lodge and the regulations of the 
Order generally. 

Catawba Lodge. — There are many grave irregularities in the proceedings of 
this Lodge. We recommend that the brethren be instructed to pay more atten 
tion to little things as well as big ones. We recommend approval of its by- 
laws as altered, and that a Charter be granted them. 

Patterson and Western Star Lodges. — We recommend the Dispensations of 
these Lodges be continued, and they be instructed to form a code of by-laws in 
accordance with the regulations of this Grand Lodge and the customs of Ma- 
sonry, they being assured that no such carelessness and igriorance as manifested 
in the compilation of the by-laws herewith sent, can ever secure them a Charter 
from this Grand Body. 

Mt. Hkrmon Lodge. — The proceedings of this Lodge are creditable. Its by- 
laws are approved as altered and we recommend them a Charter.

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J. W. Beasly, J. H. Moore, P. G. J. W., S. D. Umsted, D. 
W. Allen and J. J. Christophers, P. G. See., Pall Bearers. 

The Lodge service was performed in due form, after 
which the Grand Lodge proceeded to the late residence of 
the deceased and took charge of the body, thence to the 
Methodist Episcopal Church where the funeral service was 
performed Rev. H. T. Hudson. From the church the pro- 
cession proceeded to the city cemetery, where the body was 
deposited in the grave in accordance with the ancient rites 
of the fraternity, Right Worshipful Bro. R. W. Best, officia- 
ting. 

The Grand Lodge then returned to the Hall, the officers 
in their several stations and places, when R. W. Bro. Rufus I 

K. Speed, in a brief but touching address paid a glowing 
tribute to the memory of the deceased. 

Bro. J. B. Neathery offered the following, which was 
unanimously adopted : 

The Grand Lodge of North Carolina has heard with the 
deepest sensibility the announcement of the death of our 
venerable Brother William Thomas Bain, honored and be 
loved by all for his unswerving attachment to the princi- 
ples of our ancient and honorable order ; the uprightness, 
integrity and piety that have characterized his long and 
useful life, and the ardor, zeal and faithfulness with which 
for more than a quarter of a century he has discharged the 
duties of Grand Secretary of this Grand Lodge. 

With a character, in all the relations of life, worthy of our 
remembrance and emulation, he has gone down cloudless 
in the west, full of years and full of honors, leaving behind 
him an influence for good which will long survive hiinr* 

The Grand Master is requested to appoint some brother 
to deliver an address on the life and character of brother 
Bain before the Grand Lodge in December next. 

That the Grand Lodge Room be draped in mourning 
until the close of our next annual communication and that 
the Grand Officers and brethren throughout this jurisdiction 
wear the usual badge of mourning for thirty days after re- 
ceiving this notice from the Grand Secretary pro tem. 

On motion of M. W. Bro. W. G. Hill the proceedings of 
this day were ordered to be printed with the proceedings of 
the Grand Lodge for 1866. 











On motion of R,. AV. Bro. C. W. D. Hutchings these pro- 
ceedings were ordered to be furnished the city papers for 
publication. 

The Grand Lodge was then closed in due form.

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CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 

GRAND LODGE OF ANCIENT YORK MASONS 

OF NORTH CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE I. 

Sec. 1 . The Grand Lodge shall consist of a Grand Master, Deputy Grand 
Master, Grand Senior and Grand Junior Wardens, Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Secretary, Grand Senior and Grand Junior Deacons, and the Masters and gar- 
dens, for the time being, of the several Lodges, within this State, or Representa- 
tive or Representatives, specially appointed for that purpose, who shall be con- 
sidered as their proxy or proxies, and the Past Grand officers of the Grand 
Lodge — that is to say, Past Grand Masters, Past Grand Senior and Junior War- 
dens, Grand Treasurers and Grand Secretaries — and the said enumerated officers 
and persons shall be the only members and voters of the Grand Lodge. The 
Master and Wardens of* every Lodge are the Representatives thereof in the 
Grand Lodge, or their proxy or proxies, or the Representative or Representa- 
tives constituted as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. In all cases where special Representatives shall not be appointed by 
any Subordinate Lodge, and the Master and Wardens of any Lodge cannot 
personally attend the Grand Lodge, they shall have the privilege of constitu- 
ting a proxy; and such proxy shall be a Master Mason, and a member of some 
Lodge under this jurisdiction; and he or they shall be entitled to the same 
number of votes as his or their constituent or constituents. 

ARTICLE II. 

Sec. 1. A Grand Master shall be annually chosen, to wit- -at the annual Com- 
munication; and no person shall fill the office more than three years success- 
ively, unless by a unanimous vote, 

Sec. 2. In the election <3f Grand Master, a ballot at large shall be taken, 
(every voter writing the name of the candidate he thinks best qualified) and 
the brother who has two-thirds of the voles present, shall be declared Grand 
Master elect, and installed in due form, according to ancient usage. 
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Sec. 3. In cases of sickness, or necessary absence, the Grand Master, or any 
other Grand officer may be installed by proxy; but whoever represents them 
must have sustained the office to which such absent officer is to be installed, or 
such . office as might have entitled him to fill the chair in the absence of the 
Grand Master. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Master shall appoint and commission his Deputy and the 
Grand Lecturers, under the seal of the Grand Lodge; and he shall appoint and 
declare the Grand Chaplains, Grand Deacons, the Grand Steward, the 
Grand Marshall, the Grand Pursuivant, Grand Tyler, and Grand Sword 
Bearer; which appointments shall be entered on the Minutes of the Grand 
Lodge; and, in case any other office shall become vacant by death, resig- 
nation, or otherwise, the Grand Master, for the time, shall fill such vacancy by 
his nomination. 

Sec. 5. The Grand Master shall, when present, indispensably fill the chair — 
in his absence the Deputy Grand Master — in the absence of both, the Senior 
Grand Warden — in the absence of these, the Junior Grand Warden — and in the 
case of the absence of all ihese officers, the eldest Grand officer in the Lodge is 
to fill the chair. And, that the Grand Lodge may always appear in due form, 
the presiding officer shall wear the Jewel of the Grand Master, and all others 
the Jewels of the offices they respectively represent. 

Sec. 6. No Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, or Grand Warden shall, 
during his continuance in office, be Master or Warden to, or Representative of, 
a particular Lodge; and no brother shall be eligible to either of the said offices, 
who is not a Past Master. 

Sec. '7. The Grand .Master enjoys all the powers and prerogatives 
conferred by the ancient Constitutions and usages of the Craft. He has 
power absolutely to prohibit the introduction of any matter conflicting with the 
spirit of Masonry, or with the Grand Lodge regulations ; and his decision on 
all questions shall be final, unless reversed by a vote of two -thirds of the mem- 
bers present He may convene any Lodge within his jurisdiction, preside 
therein (with his officers or otherwise,) inspect their proceedings, and correct 
all irregularities, or he may appoint a suitable Brother. for that purpose. For 
any dereliction of duty, or other un-Masonic conduct, he may suspend a Brother, 
whatever may be his grade, or arrest the Charter of a Lodge, until the ensu- 
ing session of the Grand Lodge, before which he shall present all the circum- 
stances connected with the case. He may, also, grant dispensations on all 
proper occasions, and do all such other acts and deeds as are warranted or re- 
quired of him by the regulations and ancient usages of the Fraternity. 

Sec. 8. The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master and Grand Wardens, shall, 
severally, at the time of their installation, make the following declaration : — “ I 

solemnly promise, upon the honor of a Mason, that in the office of , 

I will, according to the best of ray .abilities, strictly comply with the laws and 
regulations of this Grand Lodge, and other Masonic usages.” 

ARTICLE III. 

Sec. 1 . The Grand Wardens shall be chosen annually, by a majority of writ- 
ten votes, and must be Past Masters. 


ARTICLE IY. 


Sec. 1 . The Grand Treasurer shall be chosen annually, by a majority of 
written votes. 

Sec. 2. He must be a brother of good worldly substance, and to him shall 
be committed the moneys belonging to the Grand Lodge. He shall always keep 
a fair record of his accounts and transactions, and the uses to which the moneys 
are appropriated ; and shall lay the same, when required, before the Grand 
Lodge, and account for the moneys, as may be directed. 

ARTICLE Y. 

Sec. 1 . The Grand Secretary shall be chosen annually, by a majority of 
written votes. 

Sec. 2. He must be a brother who can write a fair and legible hand, and 
shall keep accurate records of all the transactions of the Grand Lodge He 
shall present all the votes and orders of the Grand Lodge, after they are en- 
tered, to the Grand Master for his approbation and signature. He shall issue 
summonses, as the Grand Master may direct ; and shall give a seasonable notice 
in at least one public newspaper of every stated meeting of the Grand Lodge ; 
and he shall be rewarded for his services in such manner as the Grand Lodge 
may direct. 


ARTICLE YI. 

Sec. 1. None but Master Masons, members of regular Lodges, shall be mem- 
bers of the Grand Lodge, or be eligible to any office or appointment therein. 

Sec. 2. The Grand Lecturers shall qualify themselves for their duties, and 
attend the meetings of the Grand Lodge, and exemplify the work and lectures 
of the several degrees, when required. They shall visit the several Lodges 
when required — lecture and instruct them in work, and see that they are prop- 
erly regulated and. conducted. For their services they shall be suitably com- 
pensated, in such manner as the Grand Lodge may provide. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Marshal shall attend to the organization of the Grand 
Lodge, collect petitions and communications, introduce visitors, direct the for- 
mation of processions, and execute commands of the Grand Master. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Sword-bearer and Pursuivant shall act as assistants to the 
Grand Marshal. 

Sec. 5. The Grand Deacons shall occupy their proper stations, and each attend 
to his particular duty. 

Sec. 6. The Grand Chaplains, when called upon, are to perform all suitable 
clerical duties. 

Sue. *7. The Grand Steward and Tyler shall attend every call of the Grand 
Master, and be present at every Grand Communication ; for which services a 
suitable compensation shall be made. He shall attend yearly, in season, to hav- 
ing the Grand Lodge room properly prepared for the reception of the Grand 
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ARTICLE VII. 

Sec. 1 . A Grand Lodge shall be held at least once in every year, and the 
Grand Master may call special meetings, whenever he shall deem it advisable. 

Sec. 2. In the adoption of this Constitution, and all amendments hereafter 
made, and in the election of officers, the votes shall be taken according to the 
rights of the several Lodges, and the members of the Grand Lodge — that is to 
say, every Lodge present by its Representatives — shall be entitled to three votes, 
whether represented by one or more brethren ; and every member of the Grand 
Lodge otherwise entitled than by being a representative of a particular Lodge, 
shall have one vote : all matters in the Grand Lodge not otherwise provided for, 
shall be determined by a majority of the votes of the members present, and the 
brother in the chair shall have the casting vote. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Lodge shall have power by charter, under their seal, in 
form heretofore used, to constitute new Lodges, to establish au uniform mode of 
working in all the Lodges in this State, and superintend and regulate the gene- 
ral police of Masonry, according to the ancient usages and customs of Masons, 
carefully regarding the old land-marks, which are, on no account, to be removed 
or defaced. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Lodge shall be the supreme Masonic authority within the 
State of North Carolina, and shall claim anc exercise all the original essential 
powers, privileges, rights and authority appertaining to the ancient craft; and 
shall, moreover, rams on an equality with all other regularly constituted Grand 
Lodges; and be empowered* to legislate upon all matters of Masonic govern- 
ment; and make all necessary regulations for its own government and that of its 
subordinates. 


f ARTICLE VIII. 

Sec. 1 . No new charter shall be granted, but upon the petition of at least 
seven known and approved Master Masons; nor shall a new warrant issue to 
any number of Masons residing within less than ten miles of the usual place of 
meeting of any regularly established Lodge, unless important benefits are to be 
derived Iherefrom; and the petition shall contain the causes which render it ex- 
pedient that such a charter should be granted, with the nomination of the Master 
and Wardens; and the petition shall be approved by some regularly constituted 
Lodge in the vicinity of the petitioners. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Sec. 1 . No amendment to this Constitution shall be adopted by the Grand 
Lodge, until the same, after being proposed in writing to the Grand Lodge, and 
thereby concurred with., shall be submitted to the consideration of all the indi- 
vidual Lodges, aud adopted by at least two thirds of all the said Lodges. 


BY-LAWS 


OF THE 

GRAND LODGE OF ANCIENT YORK MASONS 

OF NORTH CAROLINA. 


Sec. 1 . The annual meetings of the Grand Lodge shall be held in the city of 
Raleigh on the first Monday of December in each and every year. 

Sec. 2. The Representatives of three Subordinate Lodges, with such Grand 
Officers and members as maj be in attendance, shall be necessary to constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Lodge shall continue in session until all legitimate busi- 
ness coming before it shall have been disposed of, or until closed by the Grand 
Master. 

Sec. 4. Immediately on the organization of the Grand Lodge, the presiding 
Officer shall appoint a Committee of three, to whom shall be referred the creden- 
tials of all claiming a seat; and upon a satisfactory Report, and as soon as he 
may deem it advisable, the Grand Master shall proceed to the appointment of 
the following standing Committees, each to consist of a discretionary number of 
members, to-wit : 

1st. A Committee on Charters and Dispensations ; to whom shall be referred 
all matters appertaining to the constituting or Chartering of Lodges. 

2nd. A Committee on Foreign Communications and Miscellaneous subjects ; 
to whom shall be referred all foreign communications, and such miscellaneous 
matters as may not otherwise be specially disposed of. 

3rd. A Committee on Work, Proceedings and Returns of Subordinate Lodges : 
to whom shall be referred the By-Laws, Returns and Proceedings of the several 
Lodges, too^jer with every other matter relating in any way to said Lodges, 
and which may not meet with any other disposition. 

4th. A Committee on Accounts and Claims; whose duty it shall be to exam- 
ine the Grand Treasurer's accounts, and also all other accounts and claims in 
which the Grand Lodge may be interested, and report the existing condition o 
the Grand Treasury, 
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Seo. 5. After the Grand Master shall have presented his annual Message, he 
shall appoint a special committee of reference, who shall take the same in charge, 
and make a report, specifying the appropriate committees to whom the several 
subjects therein noticed shall be referred. 

ARTICLE II. 

Sec. 1. All Communications and Documents must first be submitted to the 
inspection of the Grand Master, before they can properly come before the Grand 
Lodge. 

Sec. 2. Every Resolution or Motion submitted to the Grand Lodge, shall, if 
required, be reduced to writing and referred to appropriate committees. 

Sec. 3. Every Member wishing to address the Grand Lodge, shall rise and 
respectfully address himself to the Most Worshipful Grand Master , confining 
his remarks to the subject under consideration, and avoiding personality and all 
gross expressions. 

Sec. 4. No Member shall speak more than twice on the same subject without 
permission, nor shall he interrupt another when decorously addressing the 
Grand Lodge. All calls to order shall be addressed to the chair. 

Sec. 5. N6 motion shall be debatable until seconded and stated from the 
chair, when it shall be considered in possession of the Grand Lodge, and cannot 
be withdrawn, except by the mover, previous to decision or amendment. A 
question, when put by the Grand Master, cannot after be debated. 

Sec. 6. No motion to close or call off is admissible, that responsibility resting 
alone with the Grand Master, who is obligated to allow the occurrence of noth- 
ing tending to interrupt or defeat the regular course of any business legitimately 
coming before the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. ' 7 . On all other matters, the Rules which generally govern deliberative 
assemblies shall be observed. 

Sec. 8. No member, during the session of the Grand Lodge, shall leave the 
Hall, or absent himself from the City, without permission of the Grand Master. 

Sec. 9. No vote of the Grand Lodge shall be reconsidered by a less num- 
ber of members than were present at the passing of the same. 

Sec. 10. No brother shall be admitted into the Grand Lodge but such as are 
members, excepting petitioners and witnesses: Provided, That the brethren 
properly entitled by their grade in Masonry, may, by permission from the chair, 
be admitted as visitros ; in neither of which cases shall they be admitted to vote 

Sec, 11. The first business in course, shall be the reading of the proceedings 
of the previous session, or the consideration and disposal of all unfinished busi- 
ness appearing therein. 

Sec. 12. All Committees chosen or appointed, shall report thei^^roceedings 
in writing — the first named Brother on each to be Chairman ; unless he waive 
his right to another. 

ARTICLE III. 

Sec. I. Dispensations for New Lodges may be granted upon petition to the 
Grand Master, or the Dep. Grand Master, of not less than seven Worthy Master 
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Masons, said petitioners to be known and recommended by a Lodge nearest their 
residence, accompanied by a fee of five dollars. 

Sec. 2. The Grand Secretary shall always keep on hand a sufficient number 
of Diplomas with Grand Lodge certificates attached, for the us? of the Subordi- 
nate Lodges, for which they shall pay fifty cents each copy, one-half whereof 
shall go into the Grand Treasury, the other to the Grand Secretary for affixing 
seal, (fee. 

Sec. 3. No moneys shall be paid out of the Grand Treasury, unless author- 
ized by the Grand Lodge and approved by the Grand Master. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Secretary, in addition to his other duties, shall receive 
and receipt for all moneys due the Grand Lodge, handing the amount over each 
day to the Grand Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and as compensation 
for his services he shall receive a salary of one hundred and fifty dollars ; in 
addition to which, he shall be entitled to one dollar for engrossing a Dispensa- 
tion or Charter and affixing seal, and one dollar for every certificate or docu- 
ment requiring a seal. Diplomas and papers required by the Grand Master are 
excepted. The Grand Secretary shall emplo3? an assistant during the session of 
the Grand Lodge and pay him out of his aforesaid salary. 

Sec. 5. Appeals brought up to the Grand Lodge will not be considered, un- 
less the same be in writing, accompanied with all necessary papers, proceedings 
and proofs, when consistent, to enable the formation of a correct decision. 
When the matter is thus properly presented, it shall be referred to a special 
committee. All grievances shall be disposed of in the same manner. In any 
extreme case, however, it will be competent for the Grand Lodge to deviate 
from the above rule. 

Sec. 6. Whenever any property, funds, furniture, &c., shall become forfeited 
to the Grand Lodge, the Grand Mastershall have power, at his discretion, to 
sell, lease, or rent the same, or to loan to a Lodge any part thereof until the en- 
suing session of the Grand Lodge; or he may restore such property on the re. 
vival of a Lodge. 

Sec. 7. Representatives to the Grand Lodge must bear with them certificates 
of appointment, under the seal of the Lodge they represent, attested by the 
Secretary ; and all credentials must be handed to the Grand Secretary, together 
with all fees or dues. 

Sec. 8. Every dispensation granted must be returned to the Grand Lodge at 
an ensuing session, together with a copy of the By-Laws of the new Lodge, and 
attested transcript of its proceedings, a list of officers and members, and a fee o 
ten dollars, for which a charter shall be issued, if so directed by the Grand 
Lodge. 


ARTICLE IY. 

Sec. 1 . Thd price, chargeable by Subordinate Lodges, for the three Degrees 
of Masonry, shall not be less than twenty dollars. 

Sec. 2. Any Mason so reckless of his duty as to lend his influence, or give a 
certificate or recommendation to enable an individual, in defiance of expressed 
disapprobation or known regulation of a Lodge, to thrust himself into their so- 
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ciety, may be suspended or expelled by the injured Lodge or other competent 
tribunal, the proper usages in such cases to be observed. 

Sec. 3. No chartered Lodge can proceed to work, until the Master be regu* 
larly installed, either by the Grand Master in person, or by some Past Master 
duly authorized. 

Sec. 4. All regular Lodges under this jurisdiction, with not less than seven 
members, have the right to convene as free and accepted Masons, receive peti- 
tions, confer the degrees of Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft and Master Ma- 
son, admit members, and assess fees therefor; to choose officers annually, exact 
quarterage, establish a charity fund, frame and adopt By-Laws, and act upon all 
other matters of Masonic concernment not inconsistent with their charters, the 
laws of the Grand Lodge, or the ancient usages of the craft. 

Sec. 5. Every Lodge shall hold at least one regular monthly meeting, which 
can only be suspended, and then temporarily, on great emergency. 

Sec. 6. Every Lodge which shall cease to meet for twelve months, or neglect 
to make returns and forward dues to the Grand Lodge for two successive terms, 
shall forfeit its charter; and no such charter shall be restored exeept on appli- 
cation by the Master, Wardens, or seven members, accompanied by satisfactory 
explanations, to be approved by the Grand Lodge, or by the Grand Master dur- 
ing recess. 

Sec. 7. No Lodge can suspend its By-Laws, or allow a petition to be with* 
drawn, after the day of its presentation, without first obtaining a dispensation 
from the Grand Master. 

Sec. 8. No business can be transacted at an extra meeting, other than that 
for which it was called, nor can such meeting receive petitions, ballot, or engage 
in any other business affecting the general interests of the craft. The presence 
of Grand officers warrants exceptions. 

Sec. 9. The Master, only, has power to convene his Lodge ; or, in his ab- 
sence, the Wardens by seniority. All meetings, as a Lodge, otherwise con- 
vened, together with the proceedings therein, unless sustained by dispensation, 
shall be considered clandestine, and subject all so improperly concerned to the 
severest penalties. 

Sec. 10. Every petition shall be submitted to a committee of inquiry and 
lie over at least one month, unless in cases of present emergency, which shall 
not be considered to exist unless the candidate is about to journey abroad ; nei* 
ther shall more than one degree be conferred on the same day, except as above 
provided, unless due proficiency be attained in each advancing step, to be mani* 
fested in open Lodge. An excess of five candidates shall not be received on the 
same day. 

Sec. 11. On balloting for a candidate, one black-ball shall reject without a 
question — except that a second ballot may be demanded to be satisfied of no mis- 
take. 

Sec. 12. No Lodge shall act upon the petition of an applicant for the de- 
grees whose residence is nearer some other Lodge, unless by written sanctions 
of such Lodge, or of the Grand Lodge of the State from which he hails. 

Sec. 13. A petition, once rejected, shall not be acted upon within the space 
of one year. 
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Sec. 14. No business shall be transacted in any other than a Master’s Lodge, 
excepting only such as pertains especially to the work and lectures of the E. A. 
or E C. degrees. 

Sec. 16. Every Lodge has the power to arraign its members, or any other 
Mason within its jurisdiction, on a charge of immoral or un- Masonic conduct; 
and after due investigation, may proceed to pass such lawful sentence as the ag- 
gravation of the case shall warrant — provided that, in case of suspension or ex- 
pulsion, a transcript of the whole proceedings be laid before the ensuing Grand 
Lodge, to be confirmed or reversed. 

Sec. 16. Whenever charges are preferred against a brother, he shall be noti- 
fied or cited through the Post Office or otherwise, at least ten days before the 
day of trial, and be furnished with a copy, under the Secretary’s band, of the 
charges and specifications. Should he fail to attend, the trial may proceed ex- 
parte. Any evidence, allowable in a court, may be taken on honor; and every 
facility shall be allowed the accused for his defence. When the case is closed, 
the sense of the Lodge shall be taken through the ballot-box. If guilty, the 
penalty shall be determined in like manner, requiring a vote of two-thirds pres- 
ent to suspend or expel — from which an appeal may be taken to the Grand 
Lodge. 

Sec. 17. Every Lodge under this jurisdiction shall make regular annual re- 
turns to the Grand Lodge, containing a list of the officers and members; a list 
of those initiated, passed, raised, and admitted; of deaths, withdrawals, suspen_ 
sions,- expulsions and rejections; and of all resident Masons not members, to be 
certified by the Secretary, under the seal of the Lodge. Each Lodge shall 
likewise transmit with its returns, such annual dues or fees, as the Grand Lodge 
may at any time assess. 

Sec. 18. In conferring the degrees, the lectures appertaining thereto shall 
indispensably be delivered ; and it shall be considered irregular, in the opening 
or closing of a Lodge, to waive any portion of the ceremonies. 

Sec. 19. In case of the suspension or demise of any Lodge, the charter, fur- 
niture, jewels, funds, and property, shall be delivered to such person as may be 
authorized by the Grand Master to receive the same — the witholding or other 
disposal of such effects will subject the parties eoncerned to the severest penal- 
ties. 

Sec. 20. None but Master Masons of good standing, against whom no other 
Lodge has claims, can be admitted to membership in any Lodge. 

Sec. 21. In order to insure a uniformity of work and lectures in all the 
Lodges, they shall suffer no other system to be introduced, but such as may be 
taught or authorized by the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 22. The regalia worn in Lodge shall be such only as may be recognized 
therein — that worn on public occasions, white aprons with suitable devices, 
trimmed with blue, and blue collars for the officers, trimmed with white, having 
appended thereto the appropriate jewels — in funeral processions, the clothing 
shall be white aprons and gloves, the officers wearing, in addition, their jewels. 

Sec. 23. It is the duty of the Master of every Lodge, on the decease of a 
member, or sojourning brother, to ascertain if Masonic honors would be agreea- 
ble, and take measures accordingly. 


Sec. 24. No Mason can be a member of more than one Lodge at one and the 
same time. 

Sec. 25. Every Lodge shall appoint a committee of reference, to consist of at 
least three judicious persons, who shall patiently and impartially consider and 
pass upon all such matters of controversy or dispute, unfortunately arising at 
any time amoDg the brothers, as may be submitted for their decision. Should 
either party be dissatisfied with the judgment, an appeal may be made to the 
Lodge. 

Sec. 26. A Lodge cannot be opened unless the dispensation or charter be pre- 
sent — which are considered to be under the special charge of the Master. 

Sec. 27. The decision of the Master of a Lodge cannot be reversed ; neither 
can a Lodge try its Master — but any three members, after giving due notice, 
may, in case of a wilful neglect of duty on his part, or for gross or un Masonic 
conduct, prefer charges against him before the Grand Lodge, whose action 
shall be abided ; or, the Grand Master, during recess, has power to suspend. 

Sec. 28. A brother, whose expulsion may have been confirmed by the Grand 
Lodge, can only be restored by that body, or by the unanimous vote of the 
Lodge by which he was suspended. Restoration by the Grand Lodge does not 
extend to membership. 

Sec. 29. The introduction or use of intoxicating drink is prohibited to every 
Lodge, regardless of the occasion. 

Sec. 30. Every Lodge shall hold sacred all initiation fees, for charitable or 
educational purposes, unless the necessity should present, requiring their use in 
providing suitable accommodations, or for providing essential fixtures. 

Sec. 31. Every applicant for initiation must be free-born ; and no individual 
physically so deformed as to disable him from honestly acquiring the means of 
subsistence, or who rnay be incapacitated to become an useful member, shall be 
initiated in any Lodge. 

Sec. 32. The ceremonies may be arrested at any time previous to the con- 
ferring of either degree, should a member so insist, and show satisfactory cause 
therefor. 

Sec. 33. None of the provisions in any of the above sections can be deviated 
from, except by dispensation from the Grand Master. 

Sec. 34. Whenever a Lodge shall suspend or expel a brother, notice of the 
same shall be immediately transmitted to the other Lodges in the State, and to 
the Grand Secretary The charges and jjroceedings in the case shall, indispen- 
sably, be sent up to the ensuing Grand Lodge for final action. 

Sec. 35. No Lodge can, rightfully, suspend or expel a Mason for a disregard 
of any special regulations conditioned upon membership — such as non-payment 
of arrears, non-attendance, or transgressions of minor consideration, the severest 
penalty for which shall be dismembership. Disclosures to others than Masons, 
of transactions within a Lodge, of serious importance, will of course be consid- 
ered as exceptions, and may be dealt with in severity commensurate with the 
magnitude of the offence. 

Sec. 36. A becoming Solemnity shall be observed during the introduction or 
advancement of a candidate, and no unsanetioned ceremony shall under any 
consideration be permitted. 
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Sec. 37. The utmost decorum should be observed in every Lodge; and no 
infringement of the established usages regarding lespect and behaviour should, 
under any pretence, be countenanced or allowed. 

Sec. 38. No Lodge shall be removed without the Master’s knowledge. No 
motion shall be made for removal in the Maser’s absence ; and, if the motion be 
seconded, the Master shall order summonses to every individual member, speci- 
fying the business, and appoint a day for hearing and determining the affair, at 
least ten days before it is to take place; and the determination shall be made by 
the majority, provided the Master be one of that majority. But if he be of the 
minority against removing, the Lodge shall not be removed, unless the majority 
consist of full two thirds of the members present. But, if the Master refuse to 
direct such summonses, either of the Wardens may do it; and if the Master ne- 
glect to attend on the day fixed, the Wardens may preside, in determining the 
affair, in the manner prescribed ; but they shall not, in the Master’s absence, 
enter upon any other cause than what is particularly mentioned in the summons. 
If the Lodge be thus regularly ordered to be removed, the Master or Warden 
shall send notice thereof to the Secretary of the Grand Lodge, for publishing the 
same at the next communication. No Lodge shall be deemed regularly removed 
until the removal thereof be approved by the Grand Master, or his Deputy, for 
the time being. No Lodge shall be regularly removed, unless the laws relating 
to remo\als be strictly complied wit^; and that the same may be daily ascer- 
tained, it is necessary that the books of every Lodge intended to be removed, be 
particularly inspected by the Grand Secretary before any removal takes place. 

Sec. 39. No alteration or amendment of these By-Laws shall be made unless 
by a vote of two-thirds of all the members present at any Grand Communication, 
when the same shall be proposed. 


KU LES 

FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF SUBORDINATE LODGES 

IN MASONIC TRIALS. 

1. The accusation must be made in writing over the signature of a Master Ma- 
son, and handed to the Secretary to be read in open Lodge, and spiead upon tbe 
minutes, after which the accused shall be served with an attested copy of the 
charges and specifications; together with a notice through the Post Office or oth 
erwise, at least ten days before the day of trial, to appear and answer, and should 
his place of residence be at a distance, or he require more time to prepare for de- 
fence, a reasonable time may be allowed. If the residence of the accused be un- 
known, or he fails to appear, or to show satisfactory cause for delay of proceed- 
ings, then and in that case the Lodge may proceed to examine the charge„ex-parte. 

2. The examination of the charges shall be had in a Master Mason’s Lodge, espe- 
cially notified and convened for that purpose, at which no visitors shall be admit- 
ted, except as counsel or witnesses, and the Lodge must be called off during the 
necessary presence of such persons, if they be not Master Masons. 

3. The accused may select his own counsel, and the witnesses shall testify on 
their honor. Hearsay evidence must be excluded. If testimony be taken out of 
the Lodge, the accused, if he ansmer or appear, shall be duly notified of the time- 
and place where such evidence will be taken, that he may have an opportunity of 
being present. 

4. No irrelevent questions or testimony shall be allowed in the examination of 
witnesses. The Master may conduct the examination on behalf of the Lodge, or 
it may appoint a committee for that purpose, and the questions to, as well as the 
answers by the witnesses, must be carefully noted down, read, and if necessary, 
amended in their presence, and then spread upon the minutes. 

5. When the examination is closed, the accused shall then be heard in defence, 
either in person or through his counsel, after which all who are i ot members of 
the Lodge shall retire, and if during the examination it shall have been called off, 
the Lodge must then be called on. 

6. The question, guilty or not guilty, shall be put to the Lodge, upon each sep- 
arate specification, which a majority of tbe members present shall determine by 
ballot, and if the acc used be found guilty o f any or most of the charges or specifi- 
cations, then the penalty shall be determined in like manner, taking the question 
upon the highest penalty, (expulsion) first, a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present being necessary to expel or suspend. Tbe particular charges or specifica- 
tions npon which the accused shall be found guilty, together with the sentence de- 
termined upon, must be spread upon the minutes. 

7. A brother feeling himself aggrieved by the decision of a Subordinate Ledge, 
shall have the right of an appeal to the Grand Lodge, he having given due and 
timely notice to the Subordinate Lodge of his intention so to appeal from itsded- 
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Sion, and the Secretary of said Lodge, if required, shall furnish him with a copy 
-of all the proceedings touching his case. 

When a Subordinate Lodge shall expel or suspend a brother, all the proceedings, 
embracing the charges, specifications, and the sentence, shall be sent up, under the 
seal of the Lodge, and attested by the Secretary, at the ensuing meetipg of the 
Orand Lodge, for examination*

Master ol Masons. Do you promise, upon the honor of a Mason, that, in the office 
of Grand Master, you will, asc^ rding to the best of your abilities, strictly comply 
with the laws and regulation-; of this Grand Lodge, and other ancient Masonic 
usages ? 

Give me leave to invest you with the badge of your office. This will silently ad- 
monish you always to do justice to the cause of Masonry-^to consult, as the exalted 
rank you now hold demands of ytu, its real interests. 

It will instruct you to infuse into the many Lodges, of which you are now the 
head, the true spirit of the order. It will direct you to make wise regulations *or 
the good government of the Fraternity ; to give due commendation to the worthy 
members of it ; and to rebuke those who act contrary to its laws. 

I next deliver to you the emblem of that power with which you are now invested. 
Always make use of it for the good of our benevolent institution. 

To you are committed, also, those Sacred Writings in which are to be found the 
sublime part of our Ancient Mystery. In them are, likewise, inculcated the social 
and moral duties, without which no man cai be a Mason. You will direct your 
Lodges to read study, and obey them. 

Receive the tools of Operative Masonry, which are. to each of us. the most ex- 
pressive symbols. These will assist you, Most Worshipful, to reduce all matter in- 
to pibper form ; to bring to due subjection irregular passions; and to circumscribe 
them by harmony, order, and duty. 

And lastly, I present you the B< ok of Constitutions, in which are contained the 
rules and orders made for the good government of the Society; and the charges 
which show its nature, its wisdom, and its utility. With this book, Most Worship 
ful, you will direct your Lodges to ^ake themselves well acquainted— a work, in all 
its partg, worthy the attention of men, the most enlightened and judicious. 

You are now, Most Worshipful, at the head of an Order which is calculated to 
unite men by true friendship, to extend benevolence, and to promote virtue. And 
give me leave to say, that the honor with which you are now invested, is not un- 
worthy of a man of the highest rank, or most distinguished abilities. Permit me, 
also, to remind you, that your faitnful attention to the duties of your office, and 
acceptable discharge of them, will render you of great benefit to one of the most 
liberal institutions upon earth.” 

May you do honor to your exalted station, and long enjoy the highest respect and 
beat wishes of all the Fraternity.

Resolved , That the Grand Master be requested to direct the Grand Secretary to 
lay before him all the communications leceived during- the recess of the Grand 
Lodge, in due time, previ us to the Annual Communication of thi3 Grand Lodge, 
so that the Grand Master may lay before this Grand Lodge such an abstract 
thereof as he may deem proper for its consideration. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L,, 5835. 

Resolved , That the Grand Lodge feel it a duty, which they owe to themselves, 
as well as the whole Masonic Fraternity, to declare, that while its individual mem- 
bers are left to the free, unmolested enjoyment of their sentiments, upon the va- 
rious subjects connected with religion and politics, and the right to judge of men 
and their actions; they hereby, most solemnly declare, that Masonic Bodies have 
not the right to connect the Institution with the sectarian or party views of either \ 
that any attempt thereat, is a gross innovation upon those principles, which among 
good and correct Masons, are universally acknowledged, and should be practiced 
upon. 

Resolved, That the Grand Lodge, do at this time, as they have hitherto done, 
declare to the world, that the object of their association and motives for continu- 
ing therein are founded upon the principles of Brotherly Love, Relief and Truth. 
They disclaim the right of Masons to inflict corporal punishments, and acknowl- 
edge no other right to enforce obedience from its members than reprimand, suspen- 
sion and expulsion. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5837. 

Resolved, That from and after this time, the price of a Dispensation, granted by 
this Ledge or by the Grand Master, be five dollars, and that the price of a Charter 
be ten dollars, and that the same be received by the Grand Secretary when he de- 
livers over the Dispensation or Charter. [Resolutions adopted in I860 increasing 
these fees.] 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be entitled to retain out of the moneys re- 
ceived for every Dispensation or Charter hereafter granted by this Grand Lodge 
or by the Grand Master, one dollar, as his fee for filling up and making out 
the form : and that he pay the balance over to the Grand Treasurer of the Grand 
Lodge. 

Resolved , That the price of a Diploma granted by this Grand Lodge, or by the 
officers thereof, shall be five dollars ; and that the same shall accrue to, and be a 
part of the perquisites of the Grand Secretary. 

Resolved , That the Grand Secretary have Dispensations, Charters and Diplomas 
printed from time to time, as they may be needed, and that the cost of the same be 
paid out of the funds of the Grand Lodge. 

RESOLUTION ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5833. 

Resolved , That from and after the first day of March next, the fees for the En- 
tered Apprentice Degree shall be six dollars ; for the Fellow Cra f Ps, four dollars; 
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and for the Master's degree, ten dollars ; which shall be the fees to be paid to the 
Subordinate Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, exclusive of the 
Tyler’s 


RESOLUTION ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5839. 

"Resolved , That from and af er the adjournment of this Grand Lodge, it shall be 
discretionary with the several Subordinate Lodges in this State, to establish any 
ratio ot fees they may think p’oper for conferring the several degrees of Entered 
Apprentice, Fellow Craft, and Master Mason; provided the same shall not be less 
than the rate fixed by the Grand Lodge at its last Annual Communication. 

RESOLUTION ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5840. 

'Resolved, That it shall, from this time forth, be the autv of the Grand Tieasurer, 
at each Annual Communicati >n of the Grand Lodge, to file with the Grand Secre- 
tary a statement of the amount of moneys and other funds of the Gf and Lodge in his 
hands, which statement the Grand Secretary shall file among his papers, and pre- 
serve for the use of the Grand Lodge. 

RESOLUTION ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5844. 

Resolved, That from and after this Communication, there shall annually be ap- 
pointed a Committee, consisting of two members, whose duty it shall be to exam- 
ine the records of the Grand Lodge, and see that its proceedings have*been faith- 
fully recorded. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5846. 

Resolved , That a belief in the authentieitv of the Holy Scriptures is essential to 
the faithful fulfilment of the duties required by the Order of Masonry in all Chris- 
tian countries, and that a denial of the same is in conflict with the principles of our 
Institution, calling for reprobation. 

Resolved, That from and after this Grand ( 'oramurlication the Subordinate 
Lodges shall pay into the Grand Treasury, as an annual stipend, the sum of fifteen 
dohars: Provided, That no Lodge be required to pay more than one dollar for 
each of its members. [Tfiis resolution was repealed in 1864, but restored to full 
force and eflecl in 1865.] 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5847. 

Resolved, That hereafter, no individual shall act as proxy for more than one 
Lodge at the same time in the sessions of this Grand Lodge. (Amended in 1848, 
and extended to three Lodges*) 

Resolved, That hereafter, the Committee on Foreign Correspondence be required 
to make their report at the meeting of the Grand Lodge next succeeding their 
appointment. 

RESOLUTION ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5848. 

Resolved , That from and after this Communication, the dues from Subordinate 
Lodges shall not under any circumstances be remitted. [Repealed in 1865.] 

RESOLUTION ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5849. 

Resolved, That the work of Brother L, L. Stephenson be received as the work of 
the Craft in this State, and that the Subordinate Lodges conform thereto. 

RESOLUTION ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5850. 

Resolved, That the second section of the 8th article of the Constitution be amended 
so as to read as follows: — “In the adoption of this Constitution, and all amend- 
ments hereafter made, and in the election of officers, and on all other matters in 
the Grand Lodge, (when demanded) the votes shall be taken according to the 
rights of the several Lodges; and the members of the Grand Lodge, that is to 
say, every Lod ,Y e present by its representation, shall be entitled to three votes, 
whether represented by one or more brethren ; and every member of the Grand 
Lodge, otherwise entitled than by being a Representative of a particular Lodge, 
shall have one vote; provided, taat this shall in no wise affect any rights of the

Past Grand Officers. In cases of a tie, the Brother in the Chair shall hare the 
casting vote, 

RESOLUTION ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5850. 

Resolved , That the M W. G^and Master be requested to deliver his Annual Ad- 
dress on Monday eveni g of every Annual Communication. 

RESOLUTION ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5851. 

Resolved , That the M. W. Grand Master be requested to set apart one clay at 
each Grand Communication to lecture and exemplify the work ; and that he call 
to his aid such brethren as he may think proper. 

Resolved, That the salary of the Grand Secretary be one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars p j r annum, besides his usual perquisites ; and that he be required to employ 
an assistant during the session of the Grand Lodge, to be paid out of his salary. 
(Amended in 1854, 1863 and 1865 ) 

Resolved, That upon the death of any Master Mason, in good standing, and who 
is a member of any Lodge under this jurisdiction, it shall be the duty of such Su- 
bordinate Lodge to furnish the widow or orphans of such deceased member, a cer- 
tificate, under the seal of the Lodge, of his membership, standing and death, with- 
out any application or charge therefor. 

Resolved , That any Masoiof good standing as a citizen, whose Lodge has be- 
come dormant, upon satisfying any Lodge in bis immediM.te neighborhood, may be 
entitled to become a member of such L )dga, by and with their consent, upon such 
terras as other Masons are admitted. 

Resolved , That the Masters of the Subordinate Lodges cause to be sent with their 
Annual returns, the dates of their Charters ; and that they observe the form of re- 
turns adopted by the Grand Lodge, reporting in tabular form, the number of ini- 
tiations, p ssings and raisings, deaths, withdrawals, suspensions and expulsions, 
together with t e names of resid -nt masons not members, residing within the juris- 
diction of each Subordinate Lodge, and in figures, the entire number of each. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5852. 

Resolved , That the delegates to the Grand Lodge be requested to state, on their 
returns, the location, countv and town or place, and also the time of holding their 
regular meetings; and that the Subordinate Lodges be required to do the same in 
all future returns. 

Resolved , That the Grand Secretary be directed to have printed blank forms of 
returns of the Subordinate Lodges, before the annual meeting of each Grand 
Lodge, and distribute the same amongst the Subordinate Lodges. 

Resoleed, That the resolution adopted in 1850, relative to balloting for degrees, 
be readonted. (The following is the resolution of 1850:) 

Resolved, That, upon balloting upon a petition, the aoplicant is balloted for to be 
a Master Mason. It is however proper, if a brother shall desire it, to demand a 
second ballot upon his application for passing and raising. 

Resolved, That we believe it to be inconsistent with the principles of Ancient Free 
Mason y, for any Lodge to hold its regular, or any ot ler meeting, on the Hcly 
Saobath, for the purpose of initiating, piss'ng, or raising a candidate, or any other 
business, except on funeral occasions, or cases of charity. 

Resolved, That the 5th secLon, article 4th, of the By-Laws of this Grand Lodge 
be amended, by inserting the words no?i-affiliated ’’ before the word u Mason” in 
the second line, and striking out the word •* other 1 * before tne word “Mason” in 
the same line. 

Resolved , That the Committee on Foreign Correspondence furnish the Grand Sec< 
retary with a copy of their report at least one week before the meeting of each 
annual Crand Communication. 

Resolved , farther , That the Grand Secretary furnish said Committee with all 
matter as soon as it comes to hand ; and that he have 400 copies of the Annual Re- 
port printed for the use of the members. 

Resolved, That the Board of Trustees of St John’s College be and they are here- 
by required to m ke an annual Report of all their acts and doings to this Grand 
Lodge. That tlu President and Treasurer of St. John’s College be requested, and 
are hereby required to attend the Annual Communications of this Grand Lodge. 

Resolved, Teat this Grand Lodge recognizes the authority of the different Grand 
Lodges in the United States, oyer the juri.-dration claimed by them, and do not 
recognize the authority of any other body whatever claiming jurisdiction of said 
Grand Lodges. 

Resolved, That Lodges constituted by any other body are not entitled to be recog- 
nized as legally constituted, and the members of such Lodges, and those initiated

therein, are not lawful brothers, nor entitled to visit and communicate with the 
Grand Lodge and its constituent Lodges. 

Resolved, That the practice of publishing the names of rejected applicants for Ma- 
sonic honors, be discontinued by this Grand Lodge. 

Resolved . That an expulsion from an Encampment does not affect the standing of 
the individual in any Blue Lodge to which he may belong. 

Resolved, That whereas, many have asked and obtained leave of absence during 
the present Communication of this Grand Lodge, no«one be permitted, after having 
taken his seat as a representative of a Subordinate Lodge, to have leave of absence 
before all business be transacted, unless in very great emergencies to be judged 
by the M. W. Grand Master. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5853. 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary notifv each Subordinate Lodge that section 
4th of article 3d, and section 17th of article 4th of the By-laws of the Grand Lodge, 
will hereafter be strictly enforced. 

Resolved, That the following additional standing committee be added to those to 
be appointed by the Grand Master ar. each session of the Grand Lodge, as an amend* 
ment to section 4th of article 5th of the By-Laws, viz : “ 5. A Committee on Schools 
under the management of Subordinate Lodges.” 

Resolved, That the Worshipful Master of each Subordinate Lodge be required to 
read, or cause to be read, before his Lodge, the annual proceedings of this Grand 
Lodge. 

Resolved , That the representatives from Subordinate Lodges bringing up proceed- 
ings in cases of suspensions and expulsions, be required to place them directly on 
the hands of the appropriate Committee. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5854. 

Resolved, That hereafter no proxy shall make another proxy unless the power to 
do shall expressly be expressly given by his Principal. 

Resolved That all Lodges hereafter chartered shall be numbered according to the^ 
date of their Charters, and that in future, numbers rendered blank by the death of 
Lodges shall not be filled. 

Resolved. Tha the Grand Treasurer be required to tender to the Grand Officers 
of every Grand Communication all of their exoeases incurred in attending said 
Communication. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5855. 

Resolved , That the Grand Lodge recom nend to the Subordinate Lodges, to pro- 
tect themselves from the intrusion of non-affiliated Masons, by imposing some 
amount for them to pay — which amount shall be discretionary with each Lodge ; 
provided, no Lodge imposes a sum greater than the annual fee. 

Resolved, That hereafter the election for Grand Officers shall take place on the 
second day of the Annual Communication of this Grand Lodge. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L. 5856. 

That each Grand Lecturer visiting and instructing any subordinate Lodge, shall 
havv* the power to arrange with said Lodge such terms for B his services as they may 
see fit. 

That at each Annual Communication, in addition to the present standing com- 
mittees, the Grand Master shall appoint one styled “ A committee on Jurispru- 
dence,” to whom shall be referred all questions of masonic law and usage, that may 
be propounded by the representatives of the several subordinate Lodges ; and that 
the report of the committee if concurred in by the Grand Master, and adopted by 
the Grand Lodge, shall be spread upon the minutes as the recoguized law in this 
jurisdiction, o t all q-stions therein decided. 

Resolved, That the Grand Sectary be instructed to purchase for the use of this 
Grand Lodge three copies of Past Grand Master Mitchell’s History of Masonry and 
Code of Turisorudence,” now in course of puDlication. And as the work ot publi- 
cation is designed o be a standard work of reference, containing the “ Old Char- 
ges and Ancient Regulations,’ together with a " Code of Masonic Jurisprudence,” 
and Dictionary of Masonic Terms,” comprising a valuable masonic library; the 
subordinate lodges are earnestly requested to provide themselves as early as 
practicable with this means of solving legal questions, and assisting Masters of 
lodges to govern the same in aecordance with Masonic Jaw and usage. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5857. 

That this Grand Lodge considers the words “ due proficiency/’ used in arti- 
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cle 4, section 10, of the By-Laws, to mean such acquaintance with the work, lec- 
tures, signs, passwords and grins, as would enable the candidate to work his way 
into any lodge where he might not be known as a Mason. 

That this Grand Lodge defray all the necessary expenses of the Grand Master, 
incurred while engaged in the business of the Grand Lodge. 

That from and after the adoption of this resolution, it is herebv required of the 
Secretary of all Subordinate Lodges within this State, to a tach the seal of their 
Lodge to all communications sent from their Lodge to other Lodges. 

That when an appeal is taken f”om the decision of any Subordinate Lodge in 
masonic trials, and the decision of the Lodge below is disaffirmed bv reason of any 
technical irregularity or uniformity in their proceedings, (without reference to the 
merits of the cause) the same shall be certified to the Lodge below, and a new trial 
shall be had. 

Whereas, It is expedient that the chairman of the Committee on Foreign Cor- 
respondence shall be in attendance on the Annual Communications of the Grand 
Lodge ; be it 

'Resolved , That his expenses be defrayed as in the case of the three highest officers 
in the Grand Lodge, and that this resolution apply to the chairman who has re- 
ported this year. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5858. 

1. That the report of the Historical Committee be received, and that it be re- 
ferred back to the said committee with the addition of five other brethren, and that 
thre -> of said committee be a quorum to transact the duties of said committee. 

2. That \ ereafter, upon the granting of a new charter to any new Lodge, the 
Grand Lodge shall furnish said Lodge with a seal and number of said ludge, at the 
expense of the new lodge. 

3. That we deem it of great importance to secure regularity and neatness in 
communications; that each subordinate lodge in this jurisdiction be supplied wi-h 
a seal, and that it is surely to be deprecate^ that this matter has not been attended 

to. 

4. That c v artered lodges be urged, at once, to remedy this defect, and that the 
Grand Secretary be instructed to aid such lodge in procuring seals forthwith. 

5. That the 8th section of the 3rd article of the By-Laws of the Grand Lodge be 
so amended as to read thus: “ Every Dispensation granted must be returned to the 
Grand Lodge at its ensuing session, together with a copy of the by-laws of the new 
lodge, and attested transcript of its proceedings, a list of officers and members a 
fee ot ten dollars for a charter, also, a sufficient sum to procure such a seal as said 
lodge may desire, for which a charter and seal shall be granted, if so ordered by 
this Grand Lodge. Fee for charter increased in 1860 to twenty dollars. 

6. That the opinion of our M. W. Grand Master, in the appeal from St. John’s 
Lodge, No. 1, be received by this Grand Lodge, confirmed, and spread on the min- 
utes, and that it also be incorporated in the by-laws for the government of subordi- 
nate lodges. 

7. That hereafter, at each Grand Communication of .this Grand Lodge, at 
each day of the meeting of tbe 'odge, the Secretary shall call the roll of delegates, 
so as to ascertain the number and names of those in attendance, as well as the ab- 
sentees of the delegates from the respective lodges, and that the absentees be re- 
corded by the Grand Secretary. 

8. That the Grand Secretary be required to have the proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge published and transmitted to the several subordinate lodges within two 
months from the closing of the Grand L >dge, and sum up at the end of the proceed 
ings, in a summary form, the number of affiliating and non-affiliating Masons, and- 
the number of working lodges in the State. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5859. 

Resolved, That the words “in form heretofore used” be stricken out of section 3d, 
article 7th, of the constitution of this Grand Body, and that the section shall read 
as follows : “The Grand Lodge shall have power, by charter under their seal, to 
constitute new lodges, to establish an uniform mode working in all the lodges in this 
State, and superintend and regulate the general police of masonry, according to 
the ancient usages and customs of masons ; carefully regarding the old land-marks, 
which arel on no account, to be removed or defaced . ” 

Whereas , There are a great many returns from subordinate lodges deficient for 
want of the Secretary’., certificate and seal ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That in the future it shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary to hav 
the following certificate printed on the blank returns for subordinate lodges, to- 
wit :

'Resolved, That in the opinion of this Grand Lodge the precedent recently adopted 
by some of our sister Grand Lodges, appointing a representative to attend the An- 
nual Comrnur ications of other Grand Bodies, meets our decided commendation; 
that such an interchange of fraternal courtesies, is eminently calculated to main- 
tain and promote reciprocal regard, and harmonious feeling, prominent character- 
i tits which should ever exist between sister Grand Bodies. 

Resolved, That the Grand Master be authorized to appoint a representative of this 
Grand Lodge, near the Grand Lodge of any other jurisdiction of this Union, who 
may indicate a willingness to reciprocate the courtesy. 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be required in the future to have printed the 
following heads on the returns of subordinate lodges, to-wit ; 1. The Officers. 2. 
Membeis. 3. Entered Apprentices and Fellow Crafts 4 Resident Masons not 
members. 5. Resident Masons excluded for non-payment, of dues. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5860. 

Resolved, That the M. W. G. M. be authorized to furnish such stationery as he 
may de m necessary for h mself, or G. S., in their cfficial correspondence; and, 
also, that Lv be authorized to procure a seal for his official correspondence, and that 
they be required to attach this seal to said correspondence. 

iiesolved , That hereafter the subordinate Lodges who have suspended any member 
of a Lodge and informed sister L'dges of the same, and should aft< rwards reinstate 
the Brother, they should afterwards be required to inform sister Lodges that said 
Brother has been reinstated and is in full fellowship and entitled to all the benefits 
o ‘ Masoni y. 

Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary, before the regular 
annual communication of t hi- Grand Body, to make application to the Presidents 
of the different It. R. Co’s, in this State, to allow the representatives to pass to 
and from this Grand Body for one fare. 

Resolved, That the fee for Dispensation, as per By-Laws, 1837, requiring Five 
Dollars, be amended by inserting Ten Dollars. 

Resolved. That when Lodges, working under Dispensations, apply for Charters, 
the applicants of said Lodges shall satis y the Grand Master or the Grand Lodge, 
that all the applicants thus applying, have discharged tbeir dues to tha Lodge to 
which they formerly belonged, and obtained a demit from the same. 

Resolved, That the words “ Stephenson’s work.” be rescinded and struck out of 
the resolution on page 27, adopted December. 5849; and the Prestonian System, as 
taught by Thomas Smith Webb, inserted [Repealed in 1864 } 

A motion was made and adopted at this annual communication to increase the 
fee for charters granted Lodges, from Ten to Twenty Dollars. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 6861. 

Resolved, That each Lodge represented in the Grand Lodge, whether by officers, 
proxies, or sptcial representatives, shall be entitled to three *otes; and if two only 
represent a Lodge, and they shall differ, then each shall cast one and a half votes. 

Rcsolvedy That the Resolution empowering the Grand Master to appoint District 
Deputy Grand Masters, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A L-, 5862 

Resolved, That the Charters of those Lodge? in the invaded counties of the State, 
and within the lines of the enemy, and also those Lodges elsewhere so reduced as 
not to have sufficient number of members for regular meetings, be not forfeited for 
fail nr* and non payment of their annual dues. 

Resolved, That this Grand Lodge does most respectfully recommend each subordi- 
nate Lodge within its jurisdiction, to keep a faithful record of it- members who 
have or shall be engaged io the militarv service of the country ; and also to keep a 
seperate record of those who may fall in defence of their country. 

Resolved , That every Mason ought to belong to some particular Lodge, and com- 
ply wi'h its By-Laws and the general regulations in relation to the payment of 
dues and contr ibutions to the charity funds. And anv Mason who does not contrib- 
ute to the funds, or belong to some Lodge, is not entitled to visit a Lodge while he 
rt mains ncn-affiliated, or to join in processions, or to relief, or Masonic assistance 
or burial. 
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Resolved, That nothing in the foregoing resolution shall, be so construed as to 
prohibit any Subordinate Lodge from permitting anon-affiliated Mason to visit the 
Lodge once. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5863. 

ResoZuec?, That any Subordinate Lodge that shall voluntarily pay into the Treas- 
ury of this Grand Lodge an amount of funds in addition to their annual stipend, 
shall be entitled to receive from the Grand Secretary, one copy of the proceedings 
for every fifty cents so contributed, for the benefit of the members of the Lodge 
making such contribution. 

Resole ed, That the salary of the Grand Secretary be increased to four hundred 
do lars. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5864. 

Whereas, It is the opinion of the Grand Lodge that Lodges working under Dis- 
pensation have no right to affiliate members; therefore 

Resolved, That all Lodges who have been working under Dispensation be re- 
quested to re ballot on the petition of all members they have received by derait dur- 
ing the period of such dispensation. 

Whereas , on Friday evening, December 7th, 1860, ostensibly to secure uniformity 
of work, a resolution was adopted by the Grand Lodge, substituting for “ Steven- 
son’s work” (adopted December, 5849,) “the so-called Prestonian System/’ as 
taught by Thomas Smith Webb : . 

And whereas, this action, at the close of the communication, when delegates 
from but thirteen Lodges were present, has failed to bind the subordinate Lodges ; 
since most of them continue to attest, by use, their approval of Stevenson’s work; 
and whereas, this change, hasty and ill-advised, was effected counter to known 
wishes of a large majority of the delegates to that communication, and mainly 
through the shrewd management of one F. N. Porter, accredited representative 
uear this Grand Lodge, from the Grand Lodge of New Hampshire, who being a 
pedlar of Rob. Morris’ books, on the so-called Prestonian System, &c., was pecu- 
liarly and pecuniarily interested in foisting said work on this Grand Lodge — There- 
fore, in justice to Bro. Stevenson, and to secure entire uniformity of work for the 
good of the craft, 

Resolved , That said resolution, adopted on Friday evening, December 7tb, I860, 
is hereby rescinded, and the resolution of December, 5846, restored to full force 
and effect. 

Whereas, Bro. Wm. B. Smith, of this city, has commenced the publication of a 
magazine “devoted to the interest of the Masonic Fraternity,” and entitled “ The 
Key Stone and whereas, a work of this kind is very much needed at this time 
by the craft throughout the Confederate States; therefore 

Resolved , That this Grand Lodge recommend said work to the subordinate Lodges 
ana the craft generally. [Similar resolutions adopted in 1865.] 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED DECEMBER, A. L., 5865. 

Resolved, also, That thosa Lodges represent d at this Communication, who may 
have failed, on account ot' the presence of the Federal, army, to make their regu- 
lar returns, shall have their dues remitted. 

Resolved That the resolution adopted December, 1848, declaring that the dues 
from Subordinate Lodges shall not, under any circumstances, be remitted, be, and 
the same is hereby repealed. 

Resolved, That the name of Sunsburv Lodge, No. 126, be changed to Gatesville 
Lodge, No. 126. 

Resolved, That the officers of all Military Lodges lately working under charters 
or dispensations from this Grand Lodge, are hereby directed to surrender to the 
Grand Seeretary all their books and papers, and that frrm said certified records 
the Grand Secretary shall furnish to each member of said Lodges a certificate of 
membership ; and where such books or (papers have been unavoidably lost or de- 
stroyed that the Secretary may furnish a list of members certified by the Master 
and Wardens. , 

Resolved, That section 8th, article 4th of the By-Laws of this Grand Lodge be 
amended, by inserting after the word “craft,” the words “ except to decide upon 
the advancement of a candidate.” 

Resolved, That the Grand Master appoint two brethren who, with himself, shall 
constitute a committee to prepare a digest of Masonic law in the forms of ques- 
tions and answers, which they shall have published for the use of Subordinate 
Lodges, especially for trials, said digest to be condensed from the works of Bros. 
Mackey, Mitchell, and other Masonic writers. And that said Committee revise 
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the By-Laws of this Grand Lodge and recommend to the next communication such 
amendments as they may deem proper. 

Whereas doub s have arisen as t j the right of the Grand ( Master to make Masons 
at sight 

Be it therefore Resolved , That the decision of this Grand Lodge, aCits communica- 
tion of 1851, is hereby affirmed. 

Resolved , ‘2. That the Most Worshipful Grand Master be requested to correspond 
with L the Most Worshipful Grand Master of New York in regard to the reported 
organization of negro lodges in North Carolina, and earnestly to remonstrate 
against the same. 

Resolved , 3. That this Grand Lodge will, and the fraternity in North Carolina are 
instructed to regard all such lodges as clandestine, and the members thereof as 
as spurious. 

Whereas, in consequence of the invasion of the State by the Federal army, a 
number of Subo dinate Lodges have lost thejr charters ; 

Therefore.resolced , That the Grand Secreta.v be instructed to issue new Charters 
to such Lodges without any charge. 

Ordered , That the salary of the Grand Tyler be Five Dollars per day and night 
inclusive . 

Resolved, That from and after this session of the Grand Lodge, the salary of the 
G -aud Secietary be increased to four hundred dollars in specie, or its equivalent 
in currency. 

Resolved That henceforth all subordinate lodges, recommending petitions for dis- 
pensations for opening and holding new lodges, shall, in addition to the recommen- 
dation now required by law, plainly and explicitly certify that they have carefully 
examined the Master ahd Wardens, or at least the Master, of the proposed lodge, 
and that they find them to be well skilled in the ritual and laws of masomy* 

Resoved, That no subordinate lodge shall be allowed to recommend any petition 
for a new lodge, unless the lodge recommending can unqualifiedly recommend the 
skill and 1 egai knowledge as above required. 

Resolved , That a commit ee of three be appointed to determine and report to the 
Secretary wh it Lodges should have their dues remitted and of what years. 

Resolved , That the Grand Lecturer be required to exemplify the work once, or as 
often as required by the Grand Master, at any meeting of the Grand Lodge. 

esolvcd That a twelve month’s residence within the jurisdiction of a subordi- 
nate ledge shall be necessary before an application ean be made for initiation. 

Resolved i That the Grand Secretary be instructed to carry out section 2d, article 
3d of the By-Laws, by procuring a suitable number of diplomas, printed on parch- 
ment and bound in p >cket form, and that this Grand Lodge request every other 
Grand Lodge ot the United States to pass resolutions that every member be pro- 
vided with a diploma, and hereby earnestly request every mason in good standing 
in North Carolina to procure one showing numbers a ip; and may charge cost far 
the same with fees directed in said section. 

Resoved , That the 34th section of article 4th of the By-Laws of this Grand Lodge 
read as follows : “Whenever a lodge shall suspend or expel a brother, notice of 
the same shall be immediately transmitted to the subordinate lodges under tha 
jurisdiction of this Grand L)dge, and to the Grand Secretary. Provided , That the 
expelled or suspended party, (as the case may be.) by the next regular meeting, or 
in one month, appeals from the decision of the lodge to the Grand Lodge, then no 
notices shall be sent to the subordinate lodges until after the final action of the 
Grand Lodge in the case. The charges and proceedings in the case shall, indispen- 
sably, be sent up to the ensuing Grand Lodge for final action.” 

PROCEEDINGS OF GRIND LODGE, 1865, IN REFERENCE TO ST. JOHN’S 

COLLEGE. 

Bro. Z. M. Paschall, from the committee appointed to confer with Bro. J. IL 
Mills, or any other person, on the subject of purchasing or renting St. John’s Col- 
lege property, presented the following proposition as submitted to them, and re- 
commended tbe acceptance of the same, which was concurred in < 

“To pay for tbe establishment all its justdebts, and furnish free tuition to twelve 
indigent and promising students (to be selected by a committee of the Grand 
Lodge) so long as a school shall be conduced on the premises.” 

The above proposition having been acceded to, Bro. Paschal presented the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted : 

Reso ved, That the Grand Lodge appoint Bros. E. G. Reade, J. W. Hayesand 
J. H tlorner to co-operate with the President of the Board of Trustees of St. 
John’s College in carrying into effect the proposed contract for the safe of th# 
fame. 


.BE PORT OP COMMITTEE ON FO&EIGK COPvRES- 
PONDENOE. 


To the SI. W. Gt. L. of N. C. : 

Your Committee on Foreign Correspondence, in compliance with the duty de- 
volving upon them, of reviewing the proceedings of other Grand Lodges, ex- 
tracting from them and commenting thereon— -collating, condensing — so as to 
present in as small a space as possible a general exhibit of the workings of 
the Craft in other jurisdictions, have examined, with nq inconsiderable degree of 
patience and care, the transactions of fifteen Grand Lodges, forming in the ag- 
gregate a mass of matter of not less than four thousand printed pages. This 
has been no light task, but it lias nevertheless been a source of much interest 
and gratification. It has brought us the pleasant enjoyment of fraternal com- 
munication with many of the brightest lights, and profoundest thinkers, and 
purest intellect that adorn our great masonic edifice. The amonnt of actual 
labor in the performance of these duties are very heavy, and is as delicate as 
it is great; still the execution has fallen wholly upon one of our committee, (as- 
isted by our Grand Junior Warden in some degree,) in consequence of the mem- 
bers of the committee residing so far apart that we have found it so inconve- 
nient as to be impossible to get together, and, therefore, while praying your in- 
dulgence for any possible oversight or short coming we assure you that we 
labored with a full appreciation of the office, and without fear or hope of re- 
ward, we have endeavored to extract and suggest only such matters as may be 
of importance to this jurisdiction, and which may redound to the good of Uni- 
versal Masonry and the glory of our Supreme and Merciful Grand Master. 

"We have examined the proceedings of the Grand Lodges of 
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The tenth annual communication of the Grand Lodge of Canada, convened at 
Toronto, July 12th, 1865. This Grand Lodge has under its jurisdiction, one 
hundred and seventy-five subordinate Lodges* 
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In the Grand Master’s address, we find the following’ report of his action, 
bearing directly upon the interesting question of physical qualifications. One 
Lodge desired to be informed whether it would be improper to initiate a person 
who was lame from an injury received in the hip. .mi a east Master de^ *cd to 
know whether he would be justified in reporting favorably of a caudiduue who 
had lost his right arm. The Grand Master says : 

“ To both cases I decided that the candidate could not be received, f or, in my 
opinion, no person could be initiated into the mysteries of Tree Masonry who is 
either maimed, halt or blind, or who might not, in fact, be termed a perfect 
stone in the Masonic edifice.” 

The following officers were elected :

This Grand Lodge is in a very healthy and prosperous condition. 

CONNECTICUT. 

I 

The seventy-seventh annual communication of the Grand Lodge of Connecti- 
cut, was held in the city of Hartford, on the 10th and 11th of May, 1865. There 
were at that time seventy six subordinate on the Lodges registry of the Grand 
Lodge, and every Lodge was represented at that communication. From the re- 
turns we gather the following statistics : 

“Whole number of members, 8,992 ; initiated during the past year, 1,211 ; ad- 
mitted 106; withdrawn’ 149; died 189; expelled 7; rejected 114; suspended 
4.” 

The Grand Masters address is brief, but one of the best masonic papers we 
have ever read. It is conservative, charitable, masonic, througf'out. Unlike 
many of our Northern brethren, he abstains from any allusion to the “ great sin 
of the rebellion,” but denounces all intrusion of political matters inside of the 
Lodge room. He says ; 

“ I have been pained, and I confess surprised, to hear of late that the spirit of 
party has been suffered to intrude itself into some of our Lodges. I sincerely 
hope that 1 have been misinformed. The mason who cannot wholly divest 
himself of all party feeling before crossing the threshold of a Masonic Lodge - 
might as well carry in with him the pestilence. Brethren should always remem- 
ber that, ‘ there is more danger from within the Lodge than from without.’ — • 
Masters of Lodges cannot be too strict in rebuking the slightest political allusion 
in the Lodge, whether at labor or refreshment. These principles should extend 
farther. We should, on all occasions, lend our influence and example in assuag- 
ing the bitterness of party spirit in the community around us, and thus do some- 
tiling to carry out the advice laid down for us by our immortal brother in his 
farewell address to his countrymen.” 

The report on Foreign Correspondence, from the pen of brother L. E. Hunt, 
Grand Secretary, reviews at considerable length the proceedings of twenty-nine 
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Grand Lodges, and is an exceedingly well-written and interesting document, but 
as most of the matter is from two to three years old, we merely extract the 
closing paragraph, which we heartily commend. 

“And thus closes our annual review of the condition of Freemasonry, both do- 
mestic and foreign. In the performance of this labor we have found much to 
cheer and encourage us. In our own country, great success appears to have at- 
tended the labors of the faithful craftsmen. The unhappy war, which has so 
long divided our land into two hostile sections, is at an end. The blessings of 
returning peace are beginning to be realized. Already are we beginning to 
resume fraternal correspondence with brethren from whom we have been too 
long separated by military lines. May our recent national difficulties serve to 
knit us more indissolubly together as one people — socially — politically — mason- 
ically ; and may all mankind henceforth have occasion to look on us with admi- 
ration, and, as they witness our progress in every good work, be led to exclaim : 

‘ Behold, how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity.’ ” 


FLORIDA. 

We have examined the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Florida, at its an- * 
nual communications of 1864 and 1865. 

That of 1864 was held at Tallehassee, commencing January 11th, M. W. 
Thomas Hayward, Grand Master. 

The following extract from fie address of the Grand Master, is so applicable 
yet in all the jurisdictions of the country, that we cannot refrain from giving it 
commendation. He says: 

“When this war is ended, and the blessing of peace is again our happy lot, 
you will have much to do in your different Lodges to correct the vices and im- 
proprieties which generally follow a year or more in camp. Let me admonish 
you to be careful in selecting your officers. Let them be sober, discreet and 
intelligent, well versed in masonic law, and firm in the discharge of their duty ; 
and for . every violation of masonic usage, let the law be enforced.” 

We find nothing of particular interest in the general proceedings of this 
year. 

The communication for 1865, convened at Tallehassee, January 5th, M. W. 
Lawrence Benzet was elected Grand Master. From the Grand Master's address 
we learn of the death of?. G. S. W. Banns Machane, and P. G. M. John B. Tay- 
lor. This Grand Lodge numbers fifty-four subordinates with tolerable full 
membership, and the jurisdiction seems to be in very good condition. 

The Grand Lodge adopted a very elegant and appropriate “Ritual for a Sor- 
row Lodge,” to be used by subordinate Lodges in its jurisdiction, which was 
prepared and reported by Brother D. P, Holland. The business of this commu- 
nication was brief and confined entirely to local matters. 

FRANCE. 

We have received Le Oalendrier Maconnique Du Grand Orient Be France , 
1865, and Le Bulletin Du Grand Orient De France for October, November 
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December, 1865, and for January and February, 1866. We translate from all of 
these documents such parts as we consider appropriate here. 

We find in them the Bull of Ex-communication pronounced by the Pope 
against Freemasonry on the 25th September, 1865, followed by remarks thereon 
by the French press, pro and con , and various documents issued by ecclesiastics 
in support of the Pope ; also, replies to the Holy Father from various Lodges in 
France, in the form of letters and speeches, and addresses from the Grand Orients 
of France, Belgium and Yenezuela. ' 

In answer to the Lodges and individual masons who had addressed the Grand 
Qrient for information as to the line of conduct it would be necessary for them 
to follow in regard to the pontificial allocution, the Grand Master of the Grand 
Orient of France replied in the following letter: 

“ Yery Dear, Brethren: — I have the honor to reply to your request for in- 
formation. The Grand Orient of France is very little occupied with the new and 
recent ex-communication, leveled at Freemasonry. Conscious of the justice of 
its cause and the honesty of its intentions and its acts, it tranquilly, as before, 
pursues its work. I can only invite you to follow its example. I believe you 
have greatly exagerated to yourselves the possible consequences of this new ex- 
. communication, and I hope that your fears on this subject may not be realized. In 
any case, if it happen that the last honors should be refused to any one of your 
number by the clergy of your city, do not forget that any resistance on your 
part would be an error, because you would not be able to sustain if as a right i 
you would only reap scandal, and this, it is your duty to avoid. Moreover, l e- 
fusals of this nature are excessively rare. When such a case is presented, the 
Lodge is bound to convey to the cemetery, without excitement, the body of the 
brother it has lost. Urge yourselves to set such an example, my very dear 
brethren; to intolerancee oppose calmness, dignity, moderation. This is the most 
dignified response that a Freemason can make to the attacks and the calumnies of 
which he is the subject. 

Deceive, my very dear Brethren, the assurance of my high and affectionate 
consideration. 

(Signed,) MEL1NET,

The Grand Orient of France als^ has representatives near the Grand Orients 
of Columbia, Netherlands, Italy and New York. 

The Legislative Assembly of the Grand Orient, met on the 21st of May, 
J 666. 

At the meeting of the Supreme Council, Nov. 13, 1865, the Deputy Grand 
Master, Alfred Blanche, presented the library of that body three hundred 
pamphlets on charitable subjects. 

At the same meeting the Council gave authonty to open a new Lodge at St. 
Denis, in the isle of Reunion, under the name of JJ 'Esperance Lodge . 

Two new Lodges have been established in the Danubian Principalities, under 
the auspices of the Grand Orient of France. 

The following, in regard to the action of some of the Lodges during the chol- 
era epidemic last year, is interesting and beautiful in practice. 
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The Courier Du Gard, Nov. 21st, 1865, says: 

“ The Masonic Lodgp at Nimes lias addressed the following letter to the Mayor, 
which we are happy to be able to re-produce : 

* Moxs de Mayor. — The Freemasons of Nimes, obedient to the first of their 
duties, the practice of charity and love for their fellow-creatures, have the honor 
^o enclose you the sum of two hundred francs, to be used for the purpose of aid- 
ing, without distinction of creed, indigent families attacked with the cholera. 

‘ Praying the Eternal to guide them always in the path of virtue, and to keep 
them good citizens, they pray you also to believe in their respectful devotion.’ ’ 

The Bulletin says: 

“ Among all the Lodges of the jurisdiction, that at Toulon, La Reunion , 
merits special mention for Hie conduct of its members during the raging of the 
epidemic. We ought to give the names of all in order to do them justice ; for 
all have merited praise — all have devoted themselves to the dangerous duty. 

General Mellinet, Senator and Commander of the National Guards of the de- 
partment of the Seine, &c., was elected Grand Master, 9th of June, 1865. 

Alfred Blanche, 83 deg., and Albert Langle, S3 deg., are Deputy Grand 
Masters. 

The Central Masonic House of Relief at Paris, is an institution worthy of imi 
tation in this country. It was founded by the Grand Orient the 15th of Febuary, 
1840, and organized the 24th of January 1854. It shelters, for a fixed time, all 
homeless masons, and distributes help to all unfortunate brothers and their fam- 
ilies. 

The committee nominated by the Grand Master, for the administration of the 
affairs of the House of Relief, sits every wnek at the Hotel of the Grand Orient, 
when they examine the petitions addressed to them. 

The Grand Orient receives, for the House of Relief, legacies, donations in 
money, bedding, linen, shoes, clothes, and other articles useful for the establish- 
ment. It is managed by an administrative committee, consisting of two presi- 
dents ex aequo, two vice presidents ex cteqiic, five members, a physician and a 
director. The House can be visited every day from nine until five o’clock. 

ILLINOIS. 

We have examined the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, for 1862. 
As much of the matter is too old to be interesting, and as we had hoped to re- 
ceive later proceedings before closing this report, we deferred comment. We 
will add, however, that there were reported at that communication three hun- 
dred and s'xty-nine subordinate Lodges, with a membership of 12,809, a gain of 
1,401 on the preceding year. 


INDIANA. 

The Grand Lodge of Indiana, met at Indianapolis on the 23rd of May, 1865, 
and remained in session three days. There were represented three hundred and 
twenty Lodges, numbering a membership of 13,470. An increase of 1,295 over 
the preceeding year. Eight Lodges not represented. 

The Grand Master’s address is both lengthy and interesting, being confined 
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principally to matters concerning the Order in liis own jurisdiction. With a 
single exception, it contains nothing of a political nature, but is conciliatory and 
mild throughout. 

While we are pleased with the Grand Master’s address, we are surprised at 
some portions of the Grand Lodge proceedings. The adoption of resolutions, 
eulogistic or otherwise, concerning those who are not Masons, strikes us as be- 
ing of questionable masonic propriety, if not a positive deviation from the well- 
known customs of the Order. 

The proceedings announce the death of brother Chauncey Carter, who had 
been an active member of the Grand Lodge for thirty-five years ; also the death 
of brother Francis King, who had filled the responsible and honorable position of 
Grand Secretary for the last fifteen 3 ’ears. 

KANSAS. 

On account of the state of the country, the Grand Lodge of this State did not 
hold its annual communication at the regular time, but met in special communi- 
cation on the 20 th of December, 1864. 

There were twenty subordinate Lodges, represented and but little business of 
importance was transacted. Forty-four subordinate Lodges, with a membership 
of 1,827, were reported as working under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge. 

Although one of the youngest, this Gr ind Lodge appears to be one of the 
most flourishing, in the United States. 

The earnestness with which this Grand Lodge sets about securing a uniform- 
ity of work is worthy of imitation, and the practicability of the following reso- 
lution upon the subject is commendable : 

“Whereas, A great disparity exists in the work of the subordinate Lodges 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge: Therefore, 

JZesolved, That a committer, consisting of the M, W. Grand Master and five 
brethren selected by him, be appointed to prepare a work, whieli, when agreed 
upon by said committee, shall be exemplified by the Grand Master, or some 
brother whom he may designate, to the subordinate Lodges, and shall be the 
work of this Grand Lodge untd changed by competent authority.” 

The purpose of this resolution is plain and good, but its wording seems a little 
loose. 

M. W. Jacob Saque is Grand Master, and R. W. E. T. Carr, Grand Secretary. 

MAINE. 

The annual communication of the Grand Lodge of Maine was hoklen at Port* 
land, May 2 , 1865. It is composed of one hundred and twenty subordinate 
Lodges. 

The Constitution of this Grand Lodge requires that three subordinate Lodges, 
designated by previous invitation of the Grand Master, shall exemplify, for 
the Grand L nlge, the work, respectively, of the first, second and third degrees* 
This, it seems to us, is not an unwise section of the Constitution of any Grand 
Lodge. 

The report of the committee on Foreign Correspondence is an elaborate, but 
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remarkably well prepared document, except one sentence on the first page, which 
which we consider goes out the true Masonic pale, in its bitter and sweeping 
political allusions. This report, as well as the Grand Master’s address, announces 
the death of brother Cyril Pearl, for seventeen years Chairman cf the committee 
of Foreign Correspondence. 

The committee on Masonic Jurisprudence reported favorably on a resolution 
to strike out the clause of the Constitution permitting cases of emergency, and 
the clause was revoked. In the able arguments ode red m the ret' *t. of the 
committee, we find the following forcible language : 

“ In every such case, the time for inquiry is materially shortened, and often 
no time at all is allowed. Frequently a petition is presented, aud a ballot had 
the same evening. This certainly conflicts with that charge to the Master o 
the Lodge, * that no person can be regularly made a Mason in, or admitted a 
member of, any regular Lodge, without previous notice , and due enquiry into his 
character .’ * * * All provisions or rules, encouraging or allowing neglect of 
‘due enquiry/ should at once be repealed.” 

Your committee commend the action of this Grand Lodge in the matter of 
“• cases of emergency/’ believing the recognition of all such cases unwise, indis. 
creet and dangerous to the prosperity of the craft. 

This Grand Lodge has a library of upwards of eighty volumes of great his- 
torical value, and in every respect the Grand Lodge seems to be in a most ex, 
cellent and admirable condition.

R. W. Ira Berry, Grand Secretary. 

MARYLAND. 

The semi-annual communication of the Grand Lodge cf this State, was held in 
the city of Baltimore, on the 8th, 9th and 10th of May, 1865. The Grand Mas- 
ter’s address is short, and is confined almost exclusively to subjects concerning 
only the fraternity in his jurisdiction. We are struck, however, by the organiza- 
tion in that Grand Lodge of what is called a “Grand Steward’s Lodge,” the 
duties of which we could not exactly learn from the proceedings, but infer from 
the report to the Grand Lodges that it has a kind of superintendence over the 
Laws, Buies and Regulations of the subordinate Lodges ; and recommends such 
alterations, amendments, &c., as may be deemed proper 

Financially, the Grand Lodge seems to be in a prosperous condition. The 
Trustees of the Grand Charity Fund reported upwards of $50,000 as being in- 
vested in different kinds of securities ; and this fund is set apart for the exclu- 
sive benefit of the widows and orphans of indigent masons. This is truly an 
example that might be emulated by other Grand Lodges. 

There were reported forty-four subordinate Lodges working under the juris- 
diction of the Grand Lodge, with a membership of 3,020. The number admitted 
during the past year was 419. We doubt whether there is another Grand 
Lodge in the United States that has so large a charity fund, in proportion to its 
membership, as Maryland. 

Grand Master John Coates, was re-elected ; also Grand Secretary Jacob H. 
Medairy. 
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MASSACHUSETTS. 

We have tlie proceedings of *this Grand Lodge from March 9th to December 
27th, 1864. A resolution having been previously introduced, and referred to a 
committee, declaring that no Lodge should confer the E. A. degree upon more 
than four persons at the same time, an elaborate report was submitted by the 
committee on the subject, concluding with a resolution which was amended and 
adopted as follows : 

“ No Lodge shall hold more than one communication on the same day, nor 
confer either of the three degrees upon more than five candidates at one commu- 
nication. No Lodge shall permit more than one candidate to be present at the 
same time, in the first section of the first degree, nor in the second section of 
the third degree.” , 

The proceedings announce the death of Rev. John B. Hammatt, P. D. G. M #> 
who was initiated in 1800, and has sustained nearly every office in Masonry, in 
all its various branches and grades, and who for more than sixty years has been 
an active, zealous and faithful brother. The proceedings also contain a full re* 
cord of the interesting and imposing ceremonies upon the Dying of the corner 
stone of the new Masonic Temple, now in course of erection, in the place of the 
one destroyed by fire in April, 1864. 

The State is divided into twelve Districts, and a Deputy Grand Master ap- 
pointed for each, who has the power to grant Dispensations to confer degree* 

Wm. Parkman, Grand Master, and Chas. W, Moore, Grand Secretary, were 
re elected. 


MISSOURI. 

The Grand Lodge of Missouri was held at St. Louis, commencing May 22d, 
1865. There are 286 subordinate Lodges in Missouri. 

The address of the Grand Master contains, among some other pertinent re- 
marks, the following : 

“ Most sincerely do I regret the necessity which admonishes me to call the 
attention of the Craft, to the fact that some of our beloved brethren are indulg- 
ing too freely in the use of ardent spirits, and, consequently, losing sight of an 
observance of the first great cordial virtue of the Institution” 

This might be, no doubt, very appropriately applied to most Grand Juris* 
dictions. Your committee are of the opinion that subordinate Lodges are gene- 
rally more or less remiss in regard to the habits alluded to. 

This Grand Lodge adopted a resolution requesting a convention of the Grand 
Lodges in the United States. It reads: 

“ Resolved, That our sister Grand Lodges are hereby fraternally requested to 
meet the M. W. Grand Lodge of Missouri by delegates, one or more, to consider. 

First. The condition of the Fraternity in the United States, and suggest such 
measures as shall fully harmonize and cement the whole in the one grand and 
time-honored aiifi of being happy and communicating happiness. 

Second. To compare and correct whatever errors may have crept into our rit- 
ual during the past twenty years. 

Third. To consider and suggest a uniform remedy for the evils arising from

the untimely and inordinate haste with which thousands, in the excitement of 
the hour, have been admitted into the fraternity, and to fix the status of all who 
have thus been admitted, that entire union and harmony may prevail through- 
out the length and breadth of all jurisdictions; and, as far as possible, to guard 
against the evils so clearly foreshadowed by all the circumstances by which the 
Fraternity is surrounded. 

Fourth. The Grand Secretary is hereby required to transmit the foregoing 
preamble and resolutions to our sister Grand Lodges by circular letter, request- 
ing their concurrence, and to fix the time and place at the earliest practical day. 

Your committee venture to suggest, why not invite the Grand Lodges of Eng- 
land, Canada, France, and of all parts of the world? We are not of the opinion 
that more “ errors,” “ during th e past twenty years,” have crept into the ritual 
of American Lodges than in Lodges of other countries. And, if so, by what au- 
thority would this convention correct them ? By what means n\ ould it suggest 
new “ measures” of “ being happy and communicating happiness ?” IIow could 
it apply a uniform remedy for the evils arising from “the haste” in which thou- 
sands have been made ? To us these resolutions really do not seem to contain 
much that is practical, while we would not pass them by, we submit them in 
full to the consideration of this Grand Lodge. 

In 1864 the Grand Lodge of Missouri adopted very condemnatory resolutions 
in regard to the institution known as the “Conservator’s Association,” the last 
of which resolutions we copy : 

Resolved , 5. That we reiterate our unqualified condemnation of Robert Morris, 
as chief of said Conservators, regarding him as a traitor to every interest sacred 
to our hearts in Masonry, and that he deserves the heaviest penalties known to 
the Order, for hie criminal abuse of Masonic principle and usage. 

No Mason adhering to the “Conservator’s Association,” is allowed to visit or 
sit in any Lodge in Missouri until he shall have solemnly renounced all connec- 
tion with said Association, its teachings and designs. 

John F. Houston, of Richmond, was elected Grand Master. A. 0. Sullivan, 
St. Louis, Grand Secretary. 


NEVADA. 

On the 16th of January, 1865, seven of the eight legally constituted Lodges in 
Nevada, met in convention at the city of Virginia, and organized the “ Most 
Worshipful Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of the State of Nevada.” 

We cannot refrain from expressing our gratification upon the true masonic 
spirit and wisdom upon which the new Constitution and General Regulations 
adopted, seem to be founded. The Grand Lodge was organized with the fol- 
lowing officers: 

Joseph Be Bell, Grand Master; Geo. W. Baily, D. G. M. ; Henry B. Brady, 
S. G. W. ; Richard T. Mullard, J. G. W. ; Chas. T. Olney, Grand Treasurer ; 
Chas. H. Fish,G. S. ; Benj. F. Shakspear, S. G. D. ; Wm. G. Alban, J. G. D. 
E. Jackson, G. T. 

The first annual communication of this Grand Lodge convened under very 
favorable circumstances, at Virginia city, on the 10th of October, 5865, with 
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Dearly all the grand officers in their stations, and with a representation from six 
chartered Lodges, and delegates from two under dispensation. 

The address of 3V1. W. Joseph De Bell, is a well written, and sound masonic 
document, creditable alike to its author and the Grand Lodge over which he 
presides. We find in it some interesting matter, bearing directly upon the 
much discussed .subject of physical qualifications. He says : 

“ The Worshipful Master of Lander Lodge, No. 8, informed me that the Rev. 
W. G. Blakely, claiming to be a Mason, had presented himself at the door of his 
Lodge and requested an examination, that lie might be admitted as a visiting 
brother. The Worshipful Master refused to appoint an examining committee, 
and wrote to me for instructions. Mr. Blakely had been for years a resident of 
this State, and for nearly two years had made his home at Austin. During this 
period of two years, it was well known that he was not a Mason. In July, 1864, 
he left Austin and visited the Bast. On his return he claimed to be a mason, 
and in fact, showed a diplomo, bearing date October 13, 1864, within four 
months of his depaiture from Austin, which certified that he was entered, passed, 
and raised by Dalhousie Lodge, in the State of Massachusetts. Mr. Blakely, 
several years ago, had the misfortune to lose his right arm. Since that time he 
has, I am informed, made application for the degrees to a California Lodge, and 
was refused. Mr. Blakely was therefore made a mason contrary to the rights 
of the Lodge in whose jurisdiction he had a residence, and in direct violation of 
an ancient landmark, which forbids the admission of a maimed man — such an 
one being unable to work his way into a regular Masonic Lodge. I therefore 
wrote to the Worshipful Master and forbade all masonic intercourse with Mr. 
Blakely, and also directed the Assistant Grand Secretary to correspond with the 
Grand Secretary of Massachusetts on the subject.” 

The subject being referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, they 
made a lengthy and able report, reviewing all the correspondence and all the 
points involved in the action, concluding with the following paragraph : 

“ With all the facts before us, we are of the opinion that the Grand Master 
was correct, and would recommend that the same be approved and affirmed for 
the future.” 

This Grand Lodge approves the proposition from the Grand Lodge of Mis- 
souri for a National Masonic Convention, and that from the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland for a “ Convention of Masons throughout the world,” in the following 
resolutions : 

“ Resolved, That this Grand Lodge accepts the invitation of the Grand Lodge 
of Missouri to join her sister Grand Lodges in National Convention ; and that 
the Grand Secretary notify the Grand Secretary of Missouri of the same. 

“ Resolved , That this Grand Lodge approves the proposition of the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland, to arrange for a convention of Masons throughout the world, 
to be held at such time and place as may hereafter be determined; and that the 
Grand Secretary notify the Grand Secretary of Maryland of the same.” 

It is true that good may come of these conventions, but your committee en- 
tertain doubts about the probability of the success of either proposition. 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence is ably prepared ; in 
short, the , entire proceedings of this Grand Lodge evince a zeal and wisdom that 
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would do great credit to older and larger bodies, and we hail with pleasure the 
organization of this Grand Lodge, and commend to the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina to tender a cordial and fraternal recognition. 

TEXAS. 

We have the proceedings of this Grand Lodge for 5861, ’62, ’63, ’64 and ’65 
As whatever may have been done of importance in ’61, ’62, ’63 and ’64, has 
heretofore been made public, and therefore not of special interest now, we shall 
review only the proceedings of 5865. 

The twenty-ninth annual communication was held at Houston, commencing 
June 12th, 5865, there being representations from fifty-nine Lodges in attend- 
ance. This Grand Lodge numbers, we believe, two hundred and eighty-seven 
subordinates. 

The address of the M. W. Grand Master, J. R. Giddings, is an interesting and 
well toned document. In alluding to the termination of the late war he very 
pertinently says: 

“In these times of turbulent and civil commotions, I deem the present a proper 
occasion to call the attention of the Craft to some of those ancient charges, 
which point out our duty as men and masons. A mason is bound by bis tenure to 
be a peaceful citizen, subject to civil power wherever he resides and works, and 
is never to be engaged in plots and conspiracies against the peace aud welfare of 
the nation, nor behave himself undutifully towards inferior magistrates, to obey 
the moral law, to be good men and true, men of honor and honesty, whereby 
masonry may be the centre of union and the means of conciliating persons who 
must otherwise have remained at a perpetual distance. A strict observance of 
these ancient charges, consecrated by time, will command both public and 
private esteem. Good order and the observance of just laws are essential to the 
well-being of society, while anarchy and misrule are destructive to all social | 
interest. 

“ Let every brother labor to procure order, enforce a strict observance of the 
laws ; to cultivate friendship, to relieve the distressed, and practice that charity 
which is the crowning virtue of our Order/' 

During the year five new Lodges were organized. 

Brother R. W. Elgin, of Austin, was elected Grand Master, and brother G. H. 
Bringhurst, of Houston, Grand Secretary. 

There weTe, during the past year, in this Grand Lodge, fifteen re-instated ; 
fifty-nine suspended — twenty-one in one Lodge ; seventeen expelled, and two 
hundred and twenty-four died. 


VERMONT. 

We have examined with much interest the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of 
Vermont, which held its annual communication at Burlington, commencing on 
the 11th of January, 1865, M W. brother Liverett B. Englesby, of Burlington 
was re-elected Grand Master, and R. W. brother Henry Clark, of Poultney, 
Grand Secretary. 

The address of the Grand Master is an exceedingly well written document, 
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and carries, through ali its parts, what is not the most common in these days of 
embittered feelings, the pure and genuine spirit of masonry. 

His views of the secret ballot are, perhaps — as regards its imperative individual 
secrecy — not in accordance with the modern customs of many Lodges, yet they 
seem to us commendable. He says: 

“If any brother should rise in his place and state that he voted under a mis- 
apprehension, a mistake, it is well; another ballot may correct it. Farther he 
cannot properly go, and it is the duty of the Master to check him should he un- 
dertake to state how he voted.” 

Again, upon the prevalent practice of excusing a brother from voting, he 
says : 

“ I consider it wrong in principle and pernicious in practice. The applicant is 
a proper person to be admitted or he is not. If he is, and a brother has some 
private pique or insignificant quarrel with the petitioner of a personal nature, 
the true masonic heart will ignore it utterly, and will extend the true fraternal 
greeting to the new found brother. If not worthy, then the brother who asked 
to be excused, would be derelict to his high duty in suffering an unworthy person 
to come within the Lodge. If it is a mere personal matter, recollect the solemn 
injunction : “ First be reconciled to thy brother, then go and place thy gift upon 
the altar.” 

This has the ring of the true metal. 

The Grand Master reports that the monument ordered to be erected to the 
memory of the late honored Grand Master, Philip C. Tucker, now covers his 
remains. 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, made by brother 
Henry Clark, the Chairman, is a remarkably able document. It contains a re- 
view of the proceedings of Kentucky and Michigan in regard to brother Morris’ 
Conservative Webb- Preston system, and the committee certainly handle brother 
1 Morris with gloves off. 

The Grand Lodges of Missouri, Tennessee, Colorado, Iowa, Michigan, Illinois, 
New Jersey, New York, Wisconsin, New Hampshire and Maryland have all 
adopted strenuous measures, similar to those adopted by the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina at its convocation of 1864, against the “Conservative” associa- 
tion, and the Committee of Foreign correspondence recommends the adoption of 
similarly stringent resolutions by the Grand Lodge of Vermont. The fourth 
resolution which they recommend, (all the others upon the subject being the 
same as those adopted by the Grand Lodge of Kentucky,) reads : 

“ Resolaed , That all masons within this jurisdiction, whether members of the 
order of Conservators or not, having in their possession any copies of the publi- 
cations called Mnemonics, Vocabulary, Manual of Conservators, or Excerpta, are 
required to deliver the same promptly to the Grand Secretary of this Grand 
Lodge, who will hold the same subject to its order.” 

WISCONSIN. 

We have received the proceedings of tffe twenty-second annual communication 
of the Grand Lodge of Wisconsin, held at Milwaukie, June 13th, 1865. Judging 
from the proceedings, masonry in this State is in a more flourishing condition 
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than in many of the elder States. The first Lodge was chartered in 1842, and 
now there are 150, all having a respectable membership. 

We have seldom ever read a masonic paper which afforded us more pleasure 
than the annual address of the Grand Master, G. W. Washburn. It is filled with 
hind admonition to the fraternity, and true masonic charity. He say3 with much 
truth : 

“ For my part, I fear that quite too often we meet in the Lodge room trans- 
act our business, and when we lay aside our masonic clothing, we lay aside our 
masonic character, as we turn our backs upon the altar of masonry. We learn 
the ritual and think it constitutes the sum total of Freemasonry, that our educa- 
tion is finished, our masonic character complete, forgetting not only what is 
taught us in the Lodge, but forgetting also that we are to carry those teachings 
abroad with us in the world.” 

Wisconsin is following the example of many of the other States, in establish- 
ing a grand charity fund. The plan is highly commendable. With the ready 
cash on hand to relieve the widow and the orphan in their distresses, we can 
accomplish one of the great ends Masonry always has in view. 

Speaking of this grand charity scheme, the Grand Master says: 

“The constitution of the Grand Lodge provides that twenty -five per cent, of 
the income of the Grand Lodge shall be set apart as a Grand Charity Fund. 
One-third of the income from this fund may be annually appropriated, and the 
remainder of the principal and interest shall be held for accumulation until it 
shall amount to twenty-five thousand dollars, when it may be appropriated for 
the purposes therein mentioned. 

“It is made the duty of the standing committee on charity, within thirty days 
after the close of each annual cammunication, to invest all monies belonging 
to that fund, exceeding the sum of one hundred dollars, in State or United States 
stocks. The condition of that fund, until the last annual communication, has been 
such that such investment has not been practicable. But since that time, accord- 
ing to the statement of the Grand Treasurer, there has accrued of this fund the 
sum of six thousand dollars, which was invested in State and United States 
bonds, according to the requirements of the constitution.” 

We highly approve of the views of the Grand Master on the subject of 
balloting.” 

“ It seems now to be indispensable, that when an applicant is once rejected, if 
he desires ever to renew his application, it must be made to the Lodge which 
rejected him, whether he continues to reside within its jurisdiction or not. The 
object of the resolutions is commendable, and they are designed to secure the 
craft against the admission of unworthy men. 1 can see but one objection to 
allowing another Lodge to receive the second application upon the unanimous 
consent of the Lodge that rejected him, and that is, such questions are ordinarily 
submitted to the Lodge and determined by a viva voce vote, and an objector 
who would cast a secret ballot against the applicant, might be unwilling to in- 
terpose to make his objection effectual. But that might be remedied by requiring 
the vote to be taken by ballot, and a still further security might be obtained by 
allowing such vote to be taken upon twenty days, or other reasonable notice.” 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence is both lengthy and interest- 
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ing. The proceedings of tw’ent}* four Grand Lodges are critically reviewed, and 
much interesting matter extracted therefrom. 

John T. Wentworth was elected Grand Master, and R. W., W. T. Palmer was 
re-elected Grand Secretary. 

In addition to the proceedings noticed in the foregoing, R. W. brother F. M. 
Hubbard, Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence for last year, 
handed to us at our last communication, the proceedings of the Grand Lodges of 

Lmisiana, held at New Orleans, February 8th, 1864. 

Maryland, held at Baltimore, November 16th, 1863. 

Maryland, held at Baltimore, November 9th, 1864. 

Alabama, held at Montgomery, December 7th, 1863. 

Georgia, held at Macon, October 9.8th, 1863. 

Virginia, held at Richmond, December 14th, 1863. 

Maine, held at Portland, May 5th, 1863. 

We find in these proceedings much about military Lodges, and nothing of 
particular interest which has not already reached this grand body in one form 
or another: they are already old, and we will be excused, we hope, for passing 
them over without making any special extracts or suggestions from them. 

It has doubtless been suggested to many brethren by the reading of this report, 
to enquire how it is that we have made no record of the proceedings of Grand 
Lodges for any communication held later than 1865. Whether the enquiry has 
suggested itself or not, it is a pertinent one. The only explanation your Com- 
mittee can give is this : The proceedings we have received were placed in our 
possession immediately after our last Grand Lodge communication, in December, 
1865, by our R. V\ . Grand Secretary, W. T. Bain.* These proceedings reached 
him between December, 1864 and December, 1865. Such, we are informed, has 
been the custom of the Grand Lodge for many years. The proceedings received 
from other jurisdictions during the current year, remain in charge of our Grand 
Secretary until the expiration of our masonic year, when, some of them being 
already old, they are transferred to the Committee on Correspondence. Your 
Committee have had no official access, and, according to the existing system, 
can have nothing to do with the proceedings which reach the Grand Secretary 
inside of the year in which the proceedings are received. Do not understand 
us as charging this fault upon our very worthy and beloved Grand Secretary. 
By no means. On the other hand your Committtee owe him a debt of gratitude 
for the uniform kindness and assistance we have received from him ; and we 
must beg — right here is as w 7 ell as elsewhere — to make our most grateful ac- 
knowledgments for the courtesies we have received at his hands. 

But your Committee humbly conceive that one of the paramount duties of 
these Grand Lodge Committees on Foreign Correspondence, is to bring before 
their respective grand bodies, a concise and suggestive digest of all the current 
and latest intelligence of masonic official transactions — good tidings from all 
jurisdictions within communication with each other. 

Our report is imperfect of necessity, and from causes over which we had no 
control. 

We observe that similar reports to other Grand Lodges contain the latest in- 
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telligence from the masonic world, np, almost to the very day of assembling the 
Grand Lodge. In this matter we are greatly behind all our brethren at a dis- 
tance. In short, ycur Committee on Foreign Correspondence and their reports 
are now, and must continue to be, exactly one year behind time, unless the 
present system of withholding the current year’s proceedings from them be 
changed. 

We would, therefore, respectfully beg to suggest that some resolution be * 
adopted at this communication, which will place all proceedings of Grand Lodges 
in immediate possession of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence as 
promptly as they are received. 

Your Committee would also beg to suggest the propriety of preserving the 
records which are received from our sister Grand Lodges. These records, it 
seems, have heretofore been esteemed as of but little value a Ter the Committee 
had gathered the cream fiom them. This, in our opinion, is a mistake. It seems 
to us that it would be very proper that the Committee on Foreign Correspon- 
dence should turn inlo the Grand Secretary, or to a Grand Lodge Librarian, 
yearly, the records of proceedings they had examined, (they having used the 
S 3 me with care and without injury to the copies.) The officer receiving them — 
and we have called him a GranxLLfidge Librarian, because such an officer would 
be essential to the success of the plan we suggest — could have charge of these 
Volumes and have them bound every two or three years; thus combining the 
records of each respective jurisdiction for one or more years into convenient and 
handsome libraiy volumes. These volumes are unquestionably valuable and 
worthy of preservation ; and they will certainly become of more and more value 
as our history goes forward in future years. Besides, they would form the 
very best foundation, a foundation which will be constantly growing, for a 
Grand Lodge Library; the importance and positive necessity of which has 
already been demonstrated and realized in every Grand Lodge to such au ex- 
tent that nearly all the Grand Jurisdictions on this continent are now industri- 
ously engaged in collecting libraries of masonic literature. We are seriously 
and far behind most of our sister Grand Bodies in this respect, and, we trust that 
in love for the perpetuity of exoteric masonry, and in respect for ourselves, and 
in behalf of those workmen who shall come after us, we may thus begin to emu- 
late the careful literary economy by which our brethren of ages past have 
handed down to 113 much of the vast historical knowledge of masonry, which is 
to us, in our Lodges "and our studies, a means of sincere gratification, and before 
the eyes of the world, a source of just pride. 
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NOTE. 


The Grand Secretary begs leave to make the following statement in 
explanation of the delay which has attended the publication of the pro- 
ceedings. 

In order to have the printing done as advantageously to the Grand 
Lodge as possible, the Printing and Publishing Committee invited sealed 
proposals. Messrs. Wm. B. Smith & Co., of this city, were the successful 
bidders. They proceeded promptly with the work, but after executing 
only a small portion thereof, failed in business. The manuscript was held 
by their trustee with a view to making an arrangement by which the 
contract could be completed, but he did not effect his purpose until the 
:3rd of April. 

The parties to whom the transfer of the manuscript was made, have 
finished the work with the utmost dispatch. 

The Grand Secretary regrets the delay, though it was entirely unavoid- 
able on his part.
